Ix this astrological study of World 
Communism it is not our purpose to enter 
deeply into a discussion of the Commu- 
nist philosophy. The social and economic 
theories comprising the Socialistic Philos- 
ophy of Communism may be considered 
relatively incidental to a much more 
fundamental Cosmic Urge inherent in the 
process of Creative Evolution, i.e., in the 
very Nature of the Universe. We shall 
not attempt to discuss in detail the bitter- 
ly contested merits or demerits of Com- 
munism as a Social Order. That has al- 
ready been done frequently and thorough- 
ly. It will be more profitable for us to 
consider the major planetary symbology 
of those Cosmic Forces which furnished 
the inspiration for, what we now know to 
have been, the most reckless and ruthless 
social experiment in all History. We shall 
also see, from the astrological point of 
view, “why” and “how” even the loftiest 
aspirations of mankind can become dis- 
torted, and in practice destructive of the 
very ideal toward which they strive, due 
to the fallibility of the human agents, 
through which these Cosmic Forces must 
necessarily find expression. From such a 
study we may better understand just how 
the Human Race “got that way.” 

We shall examine this Communistic 
phase in Human Evolution in the perspec- 
tive of the total history of mankind, so 
far as it is known. From this point of 
view Communism may be seen as a rela- 
tively incidental development in a major 
cycle in the Social Evolution of Human-

ity, a phase extending over a period of 
approximately 200 years. This is a rela- 
tively minor deviation in the perspective 
of the millenia of human evolution that 
comprises one Major Cycle in the Cre- 
ative Process. The reference here is, of 
course, to the Major Precessiorial Cycle 
of 25,780 years, which, in turn, is merely 
a phase in a much larger cycle of approxi- 
mately 100,000 years, and so on, ad infini- 
tum. It will serve to bring this pattern 
into sharper focus if we accept the Pre- 
cession of our fiducial Stars Regulus and 
Alcyone through the plane of the Earth’s 
orbit about 9500 B.C. and 11,500 B.C. 
(respectively), as having marked the 
termination of the Precessional Cycle im- 
mediately preceding that of the Present. 
Timing our present cycle from Regulus 
would place the Sidereal Equinox in the 
early degrees of the constellation Leo 
Alcyone would give the early degrees of 
Virgo as the beginning of our Sidereal 
Year. 

The Historical Parallel for these two 
Astronomical Events was the “Sinking 
of Atlantis”; a mythical reference to a 
world cataclysm whereby it is believed 
that a vast civilization and the accumu- 
lated culture of millenia of evolution was 
wiped out in a single night, possibly due 
to a sudden shift in the Earth’s Axis 
about 12,000 years ago. Whether we ac- 
cept Regulus or Alcyone as our fiducial 
star, in either case, we would be, at pres- 
ent, at a point approximately half way 
through the current Cycle. The Leo origin 
would place us, at present, in the 5th age 
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of the New Cycle at the point of transi- 
tion into the 6th. Virgo would have us 
already in the 6th, and entering the 7th. 
In Theosophical terminology these would 
probably be referred to as the 5th, 6th 
and 7th “Root Races” respectively. 

In this perspective the flowering of the 
seed of Communism as an experiment in 
National Government, such as we have 
witnessed during the past three decades 
in Soviet Russia, does indeed loom as 
a major threat of disaster to our present 
Civilization. Several Civilizations may rise 
and fall during one Precessional Cycle. 
There have already been a few casualties 
in this one. There always appears to be 
a time of testing and social readjustment 
coincident with the precession of the 
Equinox from one constellation to the 
next at approximately 2,000 year inter- 
vals. According to this reckoning during 
this 20th century, we are in a process of 
Transition from Pisces to Aquarius. This 
transition should be complete astronomic- 
ally by 1973, but an equally sharp line of 
Historical demarcation cannot be drawn 
between one age and the next. The process 
of social readjustment incident to the cur- 


rent transition may continue until the end 
of the Century. In fact, a sharp and pain- 
ful re-alignment of the Forces of History 
is indicated for the last decade of this 


Century—about 1992. This, however, 
should be the last turn of the screw. If 
our Civilization successfully passes that 
test—and survives—without losing any of 
the fruits of the progress of the past 20 
centuries, we may assume that we are 
indeed on our way to greater achieve- 
ments than any hitherto realized in the 
Memory of Man. If we fail to success- 
fully meet this challenge to our Faith in 
the Power that made all this possible— 
then we will receive the just reward of 
the “Faithless” .i.e., annihilation—after 
which a Merciful God will no doubt pro- 
vide us with an opportunity to start over 
again. 

Of the civilizations that have already 
failed, and fallen by the wayside, in this 
Cycle, we may list the Roman Empire 
which collapsed 2,000 years ago, coinci- 
dent with the precession of the Equinox 
from Aries to Pisces. Two thousand years 
before that the transition from Taurus 
to Aries marked the culmination of the 
Egyptian Civilization. The transition 
from Gemini to Taurus, 4,000 B.C. is 
believed to have marked the termination 


of a civilization which, from the few rec- 
ords available, appears to have been 
focused in a Geographical Area which in- 
cluded what we now khow as the Sub- 
Continent—India. It is believed that ‘the 
Gemini Civilization which culminated 
there about 6,000 years ago was the ex- 
pression of a highly Intellectual Race 
and achieved a degree of culture and 
scientific advancement much greater than 
we have yet attained. This was probably 
the immediate (later mysterious) source 
of that amazing degree of scientific knowl- 
edge for which the Arabs were to become 
famous, Where else, for instance, could 
the Arabian Astronomers have learned 
of the Moons of Mars, centuries before 
Galileo, and the invention of the tele- 
scope. 

The Social Ideology which we know as 
Communism distinctly has its roots in the 
Idealistic Urges symbolized by the planet 
Neptune. We can trace the development 
of the Communistic social philosophy 
from its inception coincident with the dis- 
covery of Neptune in 1846. On page 2 
of this issue will be found a “Horoscope 
of the World” based upon the assumption 
that the ctirrent sidereal Longitude of 
the Vernal Equinox may be accepted as 
the key to the Zodiacal Ascendant of the 
World at this time. This sidereal Longi- 
tude is arrived at by the precession of 
the Equinox clockwise through the con- 
stellations at the general precessional rate 
of 50”.2564 (arc) per year from the 
fiducial Star Alcyone at zero degrees 
of the constellation Taurus at the be- 
ginning of the year 2326 B.C. This com- 
prises an interval of 4172 years during 
which the Vernal Equinox will have pre- 
cessed 58° 14’ 49”. 26 thus, in the year 
1846 we find the Vernal Equinox 1° 45’ 
30” .24 of the constellation Pisces. 

Some (much too little) of that ancient 
knowledge was passed down to the stu- 
dents in later centuries in the sparse and 
scattered records of the Arabs, In those 
records have been found a few gems of 
Astrological Lore, unobtainable  else- 
where. Those occasional and brilliant 
flashes from the “Eternal Light” are par- 
ticularly illuminating in relation to the 
Fixed Stars. It appears that to those 
Ancient Astrologers this, tow visually, 
unimpressive Star “Lesath”' was known 
as the Star of “Abysmal Treachery.” !t 
may be assumed that the Social Scien- 
tists of the far distant Past knew what 
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they were talking about for the very good 
reason that “They had been there.” In 
this World of Forms there is apparently 
nothing permanent but change yet, in 
Reality—“there is nothing essentially new 
under the Sun’”—not even Communism. 
The Human Race has been through all 
this before—probably many times—before 
the “Dawn of History.” 

This is merely another chance to dem- 
onstrate how much we have learned from 
our previous experiences. So far as His- 
tory may throw any light on the matter 
it appears that all past civilizations have 
suffered a similar fate—ultimate annihila- 
tion—for much the same reason. Man— 
God’s Regent on Earth—the individual- 
ized channel for the Creative Power of 
the Universe—became in each instance, so 
enamoured of his own reflection of Di- 
vinity ; so impressed by what he came to 
look upon as his own powers and achieve- 
ments, that he forgot to honor his respon- 
sibility as a created instrument for the 
operation of the Divine Creative Will. He 
arrogantly assumed in his own right the 
prerogatives of the Creator. Like “Little 
Jack Horner” he got “too big for his 
britches.” 

Having sketched the broad outlines of 
this Astrological Panorama of our. So- 
cial Evolution, we are now in a position 
to fill in the details of that relatively 
minor cross-section thereof that comprises 
the present Era. We have already called 
attention to the fact that the inception of 
the Communist Movement may be traced 
in chronological parallel to the discovery 
of Neptune in 1846. At this point we can 
commence to identify this Neptunian Era 
with specific personalities and events. 

Karl Marx, who may be considered the 
Father of Modern Communism, was born 
May 5, 1818 under an annular eclipse of 
the sun in 14:10 Taurus, and also under 
an approaching conjunction of Uranus to 
Neptune, which was complete in the first 
degree of Capricorn, January 15, 1821. 
It is interesting to note that Marx’s col- 
laborator, Frederich Engels, born Sep- 
tember 28, 1820—had this Neptune- 
Uranus conjunction almost exact. It was 
quite fitting that the two men, responsible 
for the doctrine of Revolutionary Social- 
ism, should both have had the Planetary 
Symbol of all that is radical and revolu- 
tionary conjoined with the planetary ruler 
of Idealism and Utopian dreams. Further- 
more it must be noted that Engels, who 





had these planets most nearly conjoined, 
was the one to insist on the revolutionary 
element, and contend that violent Revo- 
lution must be an essential step to the 
attainment of their Utopia. We must also 
point out the curious fact that in the 
horoscope of Karl Marx, Neptune (con- 
junct Uranus) was on the Meridian of 
the World Horoscope at Petrograd (Len- 
ingrad). This is an example of the opera- 
tion that “Destiny that shapes our ends,” 
etc. In the horoscope of Karl Marx we 
find clearly indicated the one locality on 
the face of the Globe where his Neptun- 
ian Dream could be realized. It is further 
an interesting commentary on the falli- 
bility of Human Judgment that Marx 
himself discounted Russia as the country 
wherein Communism would /be least like- 
ly to succeed. Thus, it appears that 
through Marx and Engels we can identify 
the Revolutionary Doctrine of Com- 
munism with the Major Conjunction of 
Uranus and Neptune in 1821. This, by it- 
self, placed the Communism of Marx- 
Engels in the category of a major “World 
Movement.” Since these two planetary 
coordinators are both so slow in motion, 
their Conjunction Cycle extends over a 
period of 171 years, and they will not 
again conjoin until: 1992, at which time 
the focus of the forces they symbolize 
will have advanced only 15° i.e., from 1° 
to 16° Capricorn. 

Neptune at the time of its discovery 
in September 1846 was in Longitude 25 
:53 Aquarius—and retrograde. Late in 
April 1847 Neptune by transit entered 
Pisces (its own natural sign), and on 
May Sth (Karl Marx’s Solar Return) 
Neptune was conjoined by Mars in the 
Ist degree Pisces, i.e., on the Ascendant 
of the World within orb of the transitting 
Saturn in 10:56 Pisces, Mars going from 
the eonjunction of Neptune on May Sth 
to the conjunction of Saturn on May 
20th. Here is the Astrological signature 
of a ruthless (Neptune) Dictatorship 
(Saturn) of the proletariat-Workers 
(Mars)—of Communism. Anyone even 
slightly familiar with the Astrological 
Symbology could scarcely question that 
interpretation. 

The genesis of this Monstrosity was, 
in detail, as follows :—Karl Marx gradu- 
ated from the University of Berlin with 
a Ph.D. in 1841. During his course at 
the University he became closely asso- 
ciated and identified with a group of 
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students who had adopted as a criterion 
for the solution of social problems, the 
Hegelian Philosophy of Materialism. This 
appears to have been Marx’s initial step 
on the path that eventually resulted in the 
all-out rejection of those Metaphysical, 
Ethical and Moral values which consti- 
tute Religion in any form.—Strange child, 
indeed, to issue from Neptune, “‘Father 
of Mystics.” 

At this point Marx commences his ac- 
tive carrer as a Social Agitator and pro- 
mulgator of radical theories, and leader in 
Socialistic Movements of one kind or an- 
other. In 1843 he found it advantageous 
to move his base of operations to Paris, 
and it was there that Marx and Frederich 
Engels first met. Engels, who had married 
into an English family had been living in 
England and went over to Paris on a visit 
in September, 1844. Upon meeting Marx 
they both found that there was a union 
of minds so complete, and mutually satis- 
factory, that Engels became a protagonist 
of the “Man Who Stayed to Dinner.” 
The close collaboration of these two con- 
tinued uninterrupted until the death of 
Marx, nearly forty years later (1883). A 
glance at the Horoscope of Engels, in 
relation to that of Marx, should be suffi- 
cient to explain to ari Astrologer this un- 
usual partnership. There was a mutual 
planetary polarity that is rarely found. 

The next milestone on this “Road of 
Destiny” was the Solar Return of Karl 
Marx in 1847 (already referred to), un- 
derscored by the Conjunction of Mars 
and Neptune under the chill rays of a 
cynical and ruthless Saturn in Pisces. 
Later that year (1847) the Marx-Engels 
Twins were unceremoniously chased out 
of France as unwelcome agitators. In 
September 1847 they went to Brussels, 
and there commenced the formulation of 
their “Confession of Faith’. Early in 
January 1848 they completed and released 
the first draft of their masterpiece,— 
“The Communist Manifesto”. This is a 
complete text of the philosophy of Com- 
munism. It incorporates all the basic doc- 
trines,—(am) moral, (un)ethical, (un)- 
social, economic and political upon which 
the U.S.S.R. was later founded by Lenin. 
“The Communist Manifesto” is, in faet, 
the real Constitution of Soviet Russia. 
The so-called Soviet Constitution, adopted 
in December 1936, is of the nature of a 
series of Amendments — Amendments 
which may conceal, clarify or confuse, 


but never contradict, the basic provisions 
of the Manifesto. 

In this perspective, it may be seen that 
the World Horoscope for 8 A.M. G.M.T. 
May 5, 1847, which appears on Page 2 
of this issue, becomes in fact, a Horo- 
scope for the “Birth of an Era”, and 
may be accepted as a valid Horoscope 
of the “Communist Movement” in its 
global and historical implications. It 
could also be accepted as a Horary Chart 
for a “Brainstorm,” or for a particularly 
Brutal Murder. That triple conjunction 
of Mars, Neptune and Saturn in Pisces 
identifies in unmistakable terms cold, 
relentless conspiracy against all things 
Piscean—not excluding the Piscean Re- 
ligion of Christ—a conspiracy so awe- 
somely evil that it is difficult to describe. 
We can best refer the reader to what we 
have already published anent the com- 
bined Mars-Neptune; Mars-Saturn, and 
Saturn-Neptune-emphasis under afflic- 
tion.* 

“For the present we might well sum- 
marize this evil spawn as a Global 
Manifestation of the “Dweller on the 
Threshold”. Students of Occultism will 
be able to appreciate the full significance 
of that reference, and will recognize in 
this-an apt simile as applied to the present 
World Crisis. We are at the Threshold 
of a New Age. The “Dweller” in all its 
horrifying aspects is merely an organized 
concentration of the accumulated evils of 
the Past resulting from our errors, in- 
justices and mis-uses of power during 
the Piscean Age, just now closing. As 
such, and until it is exorcised by full 
reparation in kind, it constitutes a menac- 
ing obstacle to further progress, and in 
truth a threat to our very survival. Only 
the pure in heart can safely pass the 
“Dweller”! 

This is a time that calls for the great 
moral courage—the courage to honestly 
face and acknowledge the results of our 
past mistakes and make amends—a cour- 
age born of a consciousness of the 
basic integrity of the Human Soul, and 
a living Faith in the Infinite Justice of 
a Merciful God. This is no time for 
“Fearful Men.” The call is for Leaders 
with compassion, as well as sound prin- 
ciples, and the courage to do what 
they know in their hearts is Right, 
Just and Honorable by the highest moral

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standards. A willingness to compromise 
is of no avail, and to compromise in mat- 
ters of principle, or act from a policy of 
expediency, is fatal. Strictly “No Deals” 
is the order of the day on the “Thres- 
hold”. The Books are balanced with re- 
lentless accuracy. Man must stand or fall 
on his record. As we proceed with our 
chronological sketch of this Communist 
Era we may take some comfort and 
needed courage from a contemplation of 
the inevitable demise of the Evil Creature 
and a realization of the fact that “This, 
too, Shall Pass”. 

We have noted the conception of this 
weird offspring of the Marx-Engels part- 
nership under the transit of Saturn to 
Neptune 1846-47 the union having been 
consummated under the transit of Mars- 
to Neptune (and Saturn) in May 1847. 
Here commenced a period of gestation 
which culminated 70 years later in the 
Birth of Soviet Russia November 7th, 
1917. Spawned under the Mars-Saturn 
conjunction with Neptune, it was quite 
fitting that this “Child of Sin” should 
have been brought to Birth by the triple 
conjunction of Mars, Saturn and Nep- 
tune this year. This Saturn-Neptune con- 
junction of July 3lst, was followed 
quickly by the Mars-Neptune conjunction 
of September 22nd and the Mars-Saturn 
conjunction of October Ist. These con- 
junctions bracketed a Star Cluster of 
traditionally gruesome significance 
Praesepe—in the Body of the Crab at 6° 
Leo. As integral parts of this constella- 
tion we find the Twin Stars, North and 
South Ascelli, two straw-colored stars 
traditionally associated with violence, 
sudden Death and Blindness. 

The Saturn-Neptune conjunction of 
July 31st at 6° Leo bore characteristically 
tragic fruit in the Murder of the Roman- 
offs, July 16, 1917. This was an in- 
credibly brutal crime. It is euphemisti- 
cally referred to by the Soviets as an 
Execution, whereas it was, in fact, a 
massacre carried out secretly at midnight 
in a sub-cellar, without the slightest 
semblance of Judicial Process. This was 
an appropriate beginning for a State that 
was to adopt Treachery as a National 
Policy, and Murder as an Instrument of 
Government. There is little reason to 
question the acceptance of this Crime as 
the keynote of the New Regime, because 
the Murder of the Royal Family with their 
personal attendants (including the fam- 


ily physician) marked the final end of a 
Dynasty and irrevocably set the course 
of the Revolution. 

After this quick glance at the new- 
born Monster — Firstborn of Lucifer— 
we must back-track a few years for a 
more orderly examination of events of 
the gestatory period. From the comple- 
tion of the final draft of the Communist 
Manifesto in January 1848, from May 
1847 we go forward to the next Saturn- 
Neptune conjunction in May 1882. In 
the meantime the opposition of Saturn 
and Neptune in September 1863 brought 
a fulfillment of sorts—sémewhat analo- 
gous to the first stirring of the child in 
the womb. 

In 1864 the First International Work- 
ing Men’s Association was founded in 
London with Marx as the Head of the 
General Council—in fact, though not in 
name. For a few years things went along 
smoothly. Marx displayed much political 
sagacity, tolerance and proved himself a 
capable leader. He temporarily gave up 
agitating and devoted his time to teach- 
ing, but during this period the New Or- 
ganization also met serious obstacles. 
Three hurdles that had to be cleared; 
1. the Agitations of Bakunin—the Anar- 
chist who created difficult problems. 2. 
The Franco-Prussian War upset sched- 
ules. 3. The Paris Commune threatened 
the Unity of the Movement. As a result 
of this combination of opposing forces 
the “International” succumbed finally in 
July 1876. With the’ passing of the First 
International the influence and authority 
of Marx in the Party commenced to de- 
cline, and he retired more and more from 
public activity devoting his time almost 
exclusively to his scientific work. How- 
ever, the Communist Baby was not de- 
prived of a guardian, with the passing 
of Marx. Frederich Engels was. still 
around, and able to assume the responsi- 
bilities of Leadership if and when neces- 
sary until his death in 1895. 

In the meantime the sinister God-pgr- 
ents of this “Child of Evil Destiny” had 
found another inhuman instrument, 
worthy by their peculiar standards of 
ruthlessness to carry on the work—Vladi- 
mir Ilyich Ulyanov (Lenin) born April 
10, (O.S.) 1870, just prior to the demise 
of the First International. Significantly 
enough this new Leader was not born in 
Germany, but in Russia. Here we call at- 
tention to the fact that the “March of 
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Communism” has always been eastward. 
The nativities of the Party Leaders from 
Marx to Stalin have moved steadily to- 
ward the Orient. 


The man, Lenin, through whom the 
Communist nightmare was to materialize 
was appropriately born under a conjunc- 
tion of Mars and Neptune in the aggres- 


sive, and in his case militant Aries. No- 


more ideal Crusader could have been 
found for the purpose of carrying the 
Banner of Apostasy to the Unholy 
Sepulchre of the dead hopes and shat- 
tered illusions of mankind. We will not 
dwell at length on the startling parallel 
between the horoscopes of Marx, Lenin 
and the Communist Movement (1847). 
These are easily enough seen and inter- 
preted by Astrologers for whose con- 
venience we are herewith reproducing, 
the Horoscopes of the “Four Horsemen” 
Marx, Engels, Lenin and Stalin. 


The abortive Revolution of 1905-06 is 
of the pattern with the ill-starred First 
International of 1864. Both were 
launched when the Planetary Patrons of 
Communism—Saturn and Neptune were 
in opposition. In 1906 there was an ad- 
ditional reason for delay in the even 
heavier opposition of Uranus to Neptune 
—the first major aspect between those 
planets since their conjunction in 1821. 

We have already noted the “delivery” 
of the Communist package to an unsus- 
pecting World in 1917, an “Infernal Ma- 
chine” (if there ever was one) set to 
explode between November 1952 and 
July 1953. Too bad someone was not 
warned by the ominous sounds issuing 
from this neatly wrapped “Time Bomb” 
—someone might have had the presence 
of mind to toss the darned thing in a 
bucket of water. There may yet be time 
to take the necessary security measures 
—not more time than is necessary. In 
passing we may note the Jupiter-Neptune 
conjunction of 1919. This provided an 
opportunity for “Devil” to take care of 
his own. The New Government made a 
fortunate move, transferring the “Base 
of Operations” from Leningrad to Mos- 
cow. This move became official when the 
Third International was announced from 
Moscow in March 1919. 


Following the death of Lenin in 1924 
a scramble for power developed, lasting 
almost a decade, during which the Party 


lacked any clearly defined Leadership. 
Finally one of the contestants for the 
“Mantle of Lenin” emerged, as, the one 
best qualified for that doubtful Honor by 
the ruthless standards of the Mars- 
Saturn-Neptune Triumvirate. That man 
was the General Secretary of the Party, 
Joseph Vissarionovitch Djugashvilli 
(Stalin). In the Game of Power Politics 
within the party, 1924 to 1936 Stalin 
had played his hand skillfully and with- 
out mercy. Finally as a result of a series 
of party purges, 1934-35-36, he secured 
his position as Permanent Secretary, and 
became Absolute Dictator of All Russia, 
with a power unequalled by any tyrant 
in History in Russia or elsewhere. 


The New Leader of the Communist 
World Movement, born December 21st, 
1879, as might have been expected, also 
had in his birth chart the stellar signature 
of the Communist Manifesto—Mars con- 
junct Neptune. This is the basic compon- 
ent df the blood-red weave that runs un- 
broken through the entire fabric of Com- 
munism. At intervals of approximately 
70 years, this red “Thread of Destiny,” 
is lock-stitched with the blue-black thread 
of Saturn (conj. Neptune). This natural- 
ly manifests as a series of Revolutionary 
Events and changes within this party. 
Here is a garment of strange design but 
a design clearly outlined in the Manifesto 


of 1847. 


We have noted the results of the first 
70 year Cycle from 1847 in the Bolshe- 
viki Revolution of 1917 which established 
the Communist Government of Soviet 
Russia. This Cycle terminates between 
February 1989 and February 1990, co- 
incident with the transit of Uranus 
through the affected area. This marks the 
culmination of the long term Cycle of 
Uranus with Neptune. Then in conjunc- 
ion in 1992 is the first conjunction of 
these planets since 1821. From many 
points of view, Prophets, past and pres- 
ent, have been almost unanimous in spot- 
lighting the year 1990 as the focus for 
Forces that are now operating to produce 
a major development in the Evolution of 
the Race. Perhaps at that time the Red 
Mist may be lifted, and we will be per- 
mitted to see what this is all about. The 
‘Silhouette’ furnishes no reliable clues as 
to what is really behind this curtain—and 
we don’t mean “Iron Curtain”. 
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Leo. ruled by the Sun, is the fifth sign 
of the Zodiac, its quality being fixed 
Fire; and this is why the Sun is the 
natural ruler of the fifth house, which has 
to do with courtship, children, specula- 
tion, pleasures, and creative activities. 

Leo has a very sweet disposition— 
cheerful, kindly and sympathetic. His 
heart is easily touched, and he responds 
immediately to generous impulses. His 
sympathy is of a practical kind, and does 
not waste itself in sentiment, but springs 
from a real desire to help.

Strong Leos are said to have a kingly 
nature, large-hearted and magnanimous, 
born leaders and possessing every noble 
quality, but we do not always come across 
them. We frequently meet the type at the 
other end of the scale, and we need a 
great deal of understanding to realize 
what they may become.

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One of Leo's most noticeable character- 
istics is conceit. He thinks he can do 
anything better than anyone else, and 
never fails to let you know it! He boasts 
about everything he does, or is going to 
do, and puts everyone right. It never 
enters his head that there may be people 
who like to go their own way, or who 
resent his interference. But he always 
means well, and has no feeling of per- 
sonal dislike or animosity, so we are in- 
clined to forgive him, that is to say, after 
our first intense irritation has passed. 

He looks upon himself as the center of 
the Universe, and the thought that he may 
possibly be wrong never occurs to him. 

Leo is naturally expansive and outflow- 
ing. He thinks on a grand scale, and has 
large and magnificent ideas. One of the 
saddest things is to see him without a 
proper outlet for his nature. If he is 
frustrated and unable to express himself, 
he often develops an inferiority complex, 
which he seeks to hide by an exaggerated 
affectation of self-confidence and self- 
assertion, which is sad to see. 

Poverty and disappointment bring out 
the worst in him, both being so foreign 
to his nature. Let the Sun go behind a 
cloud, and his radiance is dimmed; but 
once the cloud has passed, he shines out 
again in his full splendor, Give him 
money and power, and immediately he 
comes into his own. 


The Wealthy Leo 

The wealthy Leo native can be gener- 
ous to a fault, lavishing his wealth on 
those he loves. He derives pleasure from 
giving to the latter. He does not like re- 
ceiving money directly in his hand, but 
prefers to pay with a bill, saying in a 
lordly tone, “and you can keep the 
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change.” Neither does he like being under 
an obligation. He seldom comes to see 
the one he loves without bringing a gift. 

The lower type of Leo judges things 
by their commercial value, and he glories 
in buying expensive articles, such as 
huge showy motor cars and costly furs. 
He gives his wife diamond rings; and 
unlike Cancer, who loves a bargain, the 
more a thing costs, the more it appeals 
to him. The female Leo rejoices in 
orchids, whilst a sweet pea would leave 
her cold, 

Leo likes giving large parties, with 
lavish display, and takes great pleasure in 
telling you what he has paid for it. But 
he is warm-hearted and hospitable, and 
genuinely glad to see you. He does not 
give his parties with a purpose, as a 
means of enabling him to rise in the 
social scale, but because he really enjoys 
your company, and wants you to have 
the best. 

This warm-heartedness is one of Leo’s 
nicest traits. Whether it is in the intimacy 
of his home life, or merely in the com- 
pany of a friend, there is a feeling of 
genuine warmth and affection, which 
stirs an answering warmth, and cannot 
fail to attract people to him. It has much 
the same effect as a burst of sunshine— 
our troubles don’t seem so bad, and the 
good things seem better. But you must be 
willing to let him have the center of the 
stage.and for him to do all the talking 
and the shining, and you yourself must 
be content to be merely shone upon. Any 
attempt on your part to thrust Fi ces 
forward is met with surprised disap- 
proval, or simply ignored. 

Another of Leo’s characteristics is to 
talk too much, and Heavens! how he 
talks! There is a quality about his voice 
that you cannot fail to recognize.

Conversation is often so one-sided, that 
sometimes there is no pleasure in talking 
to him, as there is.no exchange of ideas.

He is not generally a good judge of 
character, being too trusting.

Of course he 
likes to dominate them, and to settle their 
destinies; and when they rebel, and 
choose to go their own way, he is angry 
and makes a great fuss about it, but it 
never makes any difference in his affec- 
tion for them. He even may be secretly 
proud of their strength of character. He 
is inclined to be over indulgent and to 
spoil them, and he delights to give them 
everything they want. 

Leo does not work well under others. 
He likes to be in a position where he can 
manage and command, and does best in 
this capacity, as he is a natural leader, 
and can exercise authority without effort. 





He likes to be at the head of affairs, and 
to depute the carrying out of details to 
his underlings. His employees are part 
of him, and he attends to their comfort 
and interests, insisting that they shall be 
well paid and happy.

Worn hours after Germany fell 
in World War II, the man-hunt began. 
Russian, British and American intelli- 
gence agents, carrying lists of Nazi war 
criminals, officials and scientists, raced to 
weave a giant net through the German 
cities and countryside in pursuit of this 
prey. Armed with names, photographs 
and personal data, they bloodhounded 
scents, set traps and posted look-outs at 
all the haunts to which their quarry might 
return. 

In many instances, the prey preferred 
the poison capsule, in which case the 
search ended with a body, with or without 
note. Some tried the disguise: the beard, 
wig, moustache or eyeglasses. Here, the 
search always ended: with a dramatic 
finale ; the piece-by-piece denuding of the 
face by force. Others tried running away. 
Many were caught at the border. An un- 
told number escaped. 

There was another class of man, how- 
ever. The defeated German notable who 
quietly retired to his own home and lived 
as naturally as he could, perhaps pretend- 
ing all was well, but knowing inside some- 
one would come to take him soon. He 
didn’t know whether it would be a matter 


of minutes or weeks. So he lived simply, , 


living for today, trying to extract what 
peace and happiness he could while he 
could. This was the man who made no 
effort to hide; who let his name stand on 
the mailbox outside his home as it always 
had; and who walked through the city or 
village streets to the local green-grocer or 
tobacconist undisguised. This was the 
kind of man who not only had the cem- 
mon courage in victory, but the rare 
courage in defeat. Such a man was Karl 
Richter, 

Karl Richter is dead. He died on Feb- 
ruary 29, 1952 at his small home outside

the tiny village of Murnau in Bavaria. 
It was here, in southernmost Germany, 
within the evening shadow of the tower- 
ing Swiss Alps, that most, of Adolph 
Hitler’s staff had built their homes. They 
found it wise to be available when the 
master called from nearby Berchtesgaden. 

Most probably you did not know Karl 
Richter by name. But I’m sure you've 
heard of him by title. He was Hitler’s 
chief astrologist. 

Perhaps you recall now how Adolph 
Hitler believed the future could be fore- 
told by a combination of astronomy and 
higher mathematics. How he placed a 
great faith in the movement of the stars 
and planets. And how he conducted his 
foreign policy and military campaigns 
based on indications from the heavenly 
bodies. Conceivably, you even went so far 
as to read the science article by Dr. Paul 
Reed Heindorf in 1947. Dr. Heindorf 
maintained Hitler’s defeat came only 
when he began to violate and disregard 
the future pattern of events as set forth 
by his chief astrologist, Dr. Richter. 

To/ me, the passing of Karl Richter 
came as a distinct shock. Yet in another 
way, | find a morbid peace and relief in 
his death because of what he’s taken with 
him to the grave. For Karl Richter 
possessed a knowledge no human being 
should have. 

For my part, I simply wish to tell what 
I know while the memory is still fresh 
in my mind. And while there is still time. 

My name is Alex Braden. This year, I 
would have been forty-six. I’m a lanky 
man with an affinity for baggy tweed 
suits. I wear horn-rimmed glasses which, 
my wife once told me}did little or nothing 
for my long face. My hair is now notic- 
ably gray at the, temples. It’s a little pre- 
mature, | thin . but I just blame it on 
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the type of work I do and don’t worry 
over it. 

I’m a bachelor now. Have been for 
several years. I married Agnes shortly 
after I received my master’s degree in 
science. But her social pace was too much 
for me. I’m a mathematician who finds 
contentment in a good cup of coffee and 
a dimly lighted den. And if one of the 
. Blue Books ever list me, I want it to be 
for something I’ve contributed to science ; 
not influential friends. Anyhow, Agnes 
and I were divorced after two years of 
marriage. There were no children. 

My first meeting with Karl Richter was 
in August of 1945, three months after the 
German surrender. Karl had been found 
by the authorities waiting at his home in 
Murnau. They brought him to Munich 
for questioning. He was seventy-one at 
the time and trudged into my office 
rather than walked. Although slightly 
over six feet tall, the bulk of his two- 
hundred-odd pounds slumped at his waist 
like a rebellious hour glass. Below his 
generous nose there alternately protruded 
a calabash pipe, which he treated with a 
care befitting a most treasured possession. 

Even though it was strictly a military 
show, I was one of several civilian spe- 
cialists flown in from the States. Because 
of my past work in higher mathematics 
and science, I had been imported to ques- 
tion German mathematicians taken into 
custody. The idea was simply to find the 
brilliant minds and harness their mental 
powers to a project at home. This was 
customary. The British—and_ especially 
the Russians—did the same. The thought 
frequently occurred to me that, had the 
Germans won the war, I myself might be 
working for Germany today. 

Karl Richter was quite cooperative dur- 
ing the questioning. Even friendly. He 
seemed to have no axe to grind over the 
defeat of his country and answered every 
question without hesitation. 

When I reviewed the questionnaire he 
had filled out prior to the interview, I re- 
member wondering how the devil I’d 
handle an astrologist. But by the time 
Karl Richter and I had finished our first 
talk, I knew he was no fly-by-night witch- 
doctor. His shaggy gray hair housed a 
mind that fascinated me. For I had rea- 
son to believe that Richter knew more 
about space travel—the know-how 
needed to take a rocket ship into outer 
space, and more important, bring it back 





—than any man I knew. I myself had 
worked steadily the past five years on 
this same project. But somewhere along 
the way, hidden in the thousands of sep- 
arate calculations, I had erred and failed. 
So I not only respected Karl Richter, I 
wanted more than anything to get into his 
mind any way I could. 

The military offered to simply draft 
his services. But this was not the way, 
and I knew it. Whatever Karl Richter 
knew had to be given of his own free will 
or not at all. You can draft a man’s body, 
but not his mind. 

And so, because I believed Karl Richter 
was an honorable man (more honorable 
than my intentions of the moment) and 
mainly because I had already mapped my 
strategy, I released him. Of course, this 
was with the proviso that he remain at 
his home in Murnau and be available at 
any time. | told him there would be the 
need for our having further talks. He 
made a nice try at a smile and said he 
understood. 

To be sure he remembered me, I of- 
fered him a pipeful of my American 
tobacco. His large face wrinkled. itself 
into a broad and real smile this time. He 
slowly nodded his head several times as if 
to assure that I understood his gratitude. 
I even escorted him to the door and broke 
one of the unwritten laws of the ‘time: 
I shook his hand. 

[ lay awake a long time that night, 
filled with an excitement that refused to 
be destroyed with sleep. A good, good 
feeling surged through my body. I felt 
like a weary, poverty-stricken day-laborer 
who had just inherited a hundred gushing 
oil wells. For Karl Richter might well be 
the man to reclaim the five futile years in 
my life. 

The following morning I spoke with the 
top intelligence officials in the American 
Zone and explained what I wanted to do. 
They agreed, on condition I could still 
handle the routine interrogations at the 
Munich office. There would be someone 
coming in from New York within eight 
weeks to help me which made my plan 
mesh perfectly. 

I planned to visit Karl Richter at his 
home frequently during the next few 
weeks. Just a series of short visits and 
talks calculated to gain his confidence. 
And once I had that confidence and he 
accepted me as a friend, | would make 
my move, My objective was to be. his 
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guest and student for a month. But I 
wanted him to ask me, if I could con- 
trive to put such words in his mouth. 

My trips to Richter’s home in Murnau 
were by plane. He lived on the outskirts 
of the village near a now-abandoned Ger- 
man airstrip that could accommodate 
small, two-passenger liaison aircraft. It 
was only a half mile across an open field 
to his home, In fact, you could see, parts 
of the beige house between the large 
oaks that surrounded and shaded the 
structure. 

It was exactly two weeks from the 
time of our first meeting that I walked 
up the stone-inlaid path and dropped the 
massive knarled-brass knocker against 
the heavy timber door to his home. After 
a brief wait, I heard the dull thud of 
his footstep. The latch clicked and I fixed 
what I hoped was a friendly smile on my 
face. ‘ 

“Good day, my friend,” I greeted him. 
I had decided on this salutation two days 
before, feeling that if I called him 
“friend,” it might serve to mature our 
relationship quickly. 

“Ah — Doktor Braden,” he smiled. 
“Please come in.” He opened the door 
wide and stepped aside. Perhaps it was 
the way he threw open his door to me 
without the least hesitation that affected 
me. There was nothing artificial to his 
gesture. He welcomed me into his own 
home without reservation, much as 
though I had been his friend for several 
years. And from what I'd already ‘seen 
of German bitterness against the Ameri- 
can conquerors, I couldn’t help but feel 
a mild affection for the old man. With 
only a couple of words and a gesture, he 
had made me feel glad I had come. 

“T thought you wouldn’t even remem- 
ber my face, let alone my name,” I told 
him. 

“No, no,” he protested, helping me re- 
move my jacket and taking my briefcase. 
“My body now grows old and feeble. But 
the mind—,” he touched a finger to his 
temple, “grows strong with the years.” 
He chuckled to himself as though pleased 


with his own thought, then carried off my» 


belongings into a hallway. 

There were several rooms in the house, 
none of them very large. The furniture 
gave the contrasting effect of being both 
austre and comfortable at the same time. 
Everything was immaculate, the furni- 
ture and hardwood floors polished to a 





high gloss. And from where I stood in 
the living room, I could see part of his 
den through an open door. 

The den was by far the largest room in 
the house. In it there was a large, dark 
mahogany desk cluttered with papers, a 
wall lined completely with books, a pipe 
rack. And tacked to the wall was a chart, 
yellowed with age. A huge circle was 
drawn upon it with several lines running 
through the center so as to look like a 
bicycle wheel with ten or twelve evenly 
spaced spokes. Despite the Germag in- 
scriptions upon it, I deducted it had some- 
thing to do with astrology. 

“I see you are interested in my den.” 

I turned to face him, “A den has a 
special significance to people of science 
and creation,” I told him. ‘Much of my 
life has been spent in my own den. I’ve 
grown strongly attached to it throughout 
the years.” 

He nodded, and I knew he understood. 
For the rows of books and, the cluttered 
desk were as my own. And in that instant 
the thought occurred to me that people 
like Karl Richter and myself—people of 
science and mathematics—were of one 
world. Barriers of race, creed, color, poli- 
tics or religion did not exist. We were 
bound together by something more im- 
portant: understanding. And the fact that 
this man had been my enemy a few weeks 
before no longer seemed to matter. I 
sensed that Karl Richter felt as I did. 

“Come. I show you,” he said. 

We entered his den. And the fact that 
he allowed me to come into this room— 
the inviolate retreat of the scientist that 
few people ever enter—was the strongest 
move toward friendship he could have 
possibly made. 

When he thanked me again for the 
pipeful of tobacco I had given him at 
our first meeting, I remembered the gift 
I had brought him; a full can of tobacco. 
Tobacco was unobtainable in Germany 
at the time, and I suspected it was his 
prime luxury. I could read the gratitude 
in his eyes, the once white and blue now 
dulled to a yellow and gray. He needed 
no words to tell me. 

The three pictures on the wall he iden- 
tified as his wife and two sons. His wife 
had died with the second childbirth, and 
both sons had been killed in the war. One 
was a pilot ; the other, an infanfry officer. 
Neither had married. Therefore there 
had been no descendant. The way he re- 
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called them also spoke of the loneliness in 
his old age. 

When I asked him how he intended to 
exist, now that his income had stopped, 
he explained that the needs of an old 
man were few. 

“The home is mine,” he said. “Out- 
side, is a little garden which I like to 
tend. I have not very much money, but it 
will be sufficient until I die.” 

‘But you seem in good health, Doctor,” 
I protested. “Suppose you lived to be a 
hundred ?” 

“No—,” he said at length. 
perhaps—seven more years.” 

It was the way he said it that disturbed 
me. With his eyes fixed on the’ wall- 
chart, he had predicted the end of his 
life-span with the casualness he might 
have exercised in reading a gas meter. It 
gave me a kind of creepy feeling, so I 
quickly changed the subject. 

I managed to get on the topic of the 
German V-2 rockets that besieged Lon- 
don. And from there, to space navigation. 
Richter brought forth a general theory 
that I had never explored. It was mag- 
netic to me and I longed to go into detail 
with him. But I caught myself. This was 
not quite the time. I was rushing every- 
thing. And if I wasn’t careful, I’d ruin 
all that I’d accomplished so far. I had 
planned to stay only an hour this first 
visit, and already I had remained more 
than two. 

We ended our visit on a friendly note, 
and he asked me when I would return. 
He, as I, looked forward to this next 
visit. 1 could feel it. I told him I would 
return in two weeks. We shook hands and 
parted. 

The two weeks dragged by. I wired the 
States for several pound cans of tobacco 
which I thought the old man might enjoy. 
My conscience bothered me the moment 
I sent the wire, for the tobacco order 
envisioned itself to me as a cheap bribe. 
But when I stopped and thought it out, 
1 felt better. I guess I had grown to 
hold a certain affection for the old man. 
For I knew, in all honesty, that I would 
see that he got the tobacco even if I 
never saw him again. I wanted him to 
have it. 

On my second visit, Karl heard the 
plane land and came from his house to 
greet me. He took my arm, and together, 
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we walked into the house. On this visit, I 
met a somber, middle-aged German 
widow named Louise, whom Karl ex- 
plained was a “house-frau”—the woman 
that came in daily to clean. She regarded 
me with open distaste, leaving shortly 
after I arrived. Her husband had been 
crippled in a bombing raid. She had him 
and three children to support. Twice I 
turned to catch her staring at me. I was 
glad when she left. Her hostility was up- 
setting the old man. 

I stayed four hours this time. We dis- 
banded the formality of calling each other 
doctor in favor of Karl and Alex. 
Richter prepared lunch and proved him- 
self quite a chef. Then over a few steins 
of German dark beer, we talked. 

I felt badly over the elegant meal. I 
knew that certain kinds of food were 
scarce and expensive at the time: butter, 
sugar and meats. But he lavished his 
larder on this occasion. He would have 
to deny himself for several weeks to make 
up for this spread. I ate lightly. 

This time, we exchanged theories on 
inter-planetary travel and even got so 
far as to use paper and pencil. He gave 
me enough to think about so that I knew 
I'd be busy during the next two weeks 
doing calculations. I casually asked him if 
he’d like to make his home in the United 
States. I knew the government could use 
his mind. He declined ; said he preferred 
the quiet life in his own home and den, 
alive with the memory of his family. 

By the end of the eighth week, I had 
made five visits. More and more, I grew 
to look forward to seeing the old German. 
The short reunions had become important 
to both of us. And already, he had begun 
to anticipate the end. He asked me how 
long I expected to remain in Germany. 
I knew it wouldn't be much longer. Per- 
haps three or four months. It was with 
a nostalgic sadness that | looked upon 
the time when I would make my last visit 
to Murnau. 

Strangely, this feeling for Karl Richter 
seemed to deflate the happiness that 
should have been mine. For during these 
eight weeks, he had opened his mind to 
me and explained where I had _ been 
wrong in my calculations. He had given 
me a gift | could never hope to repay. 
He had given me the pry with which to 
open the door to other worlds.

I quietly watched for thirty minutes 
as he worked with graphs, slide rules and 
two faded volumes from the shelf. Final- 
ly, he removed his glasses and faced me,

By com- 
puting the astral positions for tomorrow 
—or next week—or fifty years from now 
—you have the story as it will unfold 
then.” 

He moved from behind his desk and 
placed an arm around my shoulders. “I 
know how you feel, my friend. You 
don’t want to believe this, but you can’t 
help yourself. With me, it was the same.” . 

“How many people know of this, 
Karl ?” 

“Oh, thousands of people dabble with 
this astrology. But few of them go fur- 
ther than to scratch the surface. I do 
not know for sure, but I think perhaps I 
am the only one to apply quadri-calculus 
to astronomy to get this result.”

World was amazed. Thinking in their 
usual terms of Capitalism, Socialism, 
Marxism and ‘isms’ of all kinds, West- 
ern governments could not understand 
how weak and defenseless Iran managed 
to have been so little infiltrated by Com- 
munism.

The Soviet Union did not dare to at- 
tempt an invasion of the Near East re- 
cently, when the time seemed so oppor- 
tune, because the Soviet Union had never 
been able to organize effective branches 
of the Communist Party in Moslem areas. 
Where Islam flourishes the soil is not 
fertile for atheism. In the presence of 
Islam, communism retreats.”

FINANCIAL CRISES 
~ OF HISTORY 


(From July, 1931 (3rd issue) of As- 
trological Bulletin, the magazine that two 
years later, March 1933, became American 
Astrology. 


One of the chief failings of the ma- 
terialist, and a prolific producer of stark 
tragedy, is the inability to place the 
touchstone of Truth against the various 
conditions encountered in earthly experi- 
ences and by this process to arrive at an 
understanding of the relative weights 
and values of these experiences. 

A man will say, “This is the worst 
winter we have had in Michigan.” He 
may fail to take into account the variable 
conditions under which he has experi- 
enced other winters, such as his state of 
health; the location of his home, which 
may have been in a sheltered dwelling 
last year and an exposed one this year; 
the efficiency of the heating plant in his 
home ; the ease with which he could start 
the automobile he was driving last year 
and the comparative difficulty of starting 
the one he now owns; or, if he is driving 
the same car, the fact that he neglected 
to change, or imperfectly changed, the 
carburetor adjustment on the approach 
of cold weather. 


All these are important contributing 
factors to the sum total of his experience 
with the cold season being criticized, yet 
probably totally ignored by his sweeping 
and completely unjustified conclusion re- 
garding the weather itself. The speaker, 
had he possessed a keener sense of analy- 
sis, might rather have said, “This winter 
is affecting me more keenly than any that 
I can recall,” then if he were really inter- 
ested in arriving at the Truth he would 
review the above attendant conditions, 
and a score of others, and come to a 
more logical conclusion as to the severity 
or mildness of the season. 


In the first place, no ope person has 
ever experienced all the depressions that 
ever have happened, even in our own 
country, and of the few that any one 
person may have seen, no two found 
him in exactly the same circumstances. 
His reactions to each of these recessions 
have, therefore, been entirely different. 
Further, even had his circumstances been 
similar, the objective mind has a con- 
venient way of forgetting the keenness 
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of pain after a time, as the esoteric stu- 
dent well knows, so that conclusions 
drawn at a later date are, unless sub- 
jected to a careful process of addition 
and subtraction, very far from accurate. 

So, we must conclude, the average man 
who gauges his impressions, expressions 
and conclusions by his emotional reac- 
tions at the moment, without the boon of 
higher analysis that is an integral part of 
the most minute action of the trained 
occult student, is operating under a se- 
vere handicap. It is little wonder, then, 
that he lunges through life spreading 
erroneous and ill-considered statements 
far and near; being widely misunder- 
stood, misquoted and slandered; stirring 
up animosity and opposition; finds him- 
self frequently embroiled in personal, 
business and legal squabbles; and often 
is chief actor in tragedies the underlying 
causes of which he is quite at loss to 
explain. 

Few men in the street know of the 
Holland “Tulip Craze” of the early 1600's 
during which people in all walks of life 
speculated in tulip bulbs, then a novel 
oriental importation, until the entire 
world was madly pouring money into 
Holland to be multiplied over night in 
this new mysterious manner. A single 
bulb was quoted as high as $1,800, at the 
height of the madness. For almost five 
years this continued until a few specu- 
lators became doubtful and unloaded, be- 
ing quickly followed by the avalanche 
that always ends every speculative era. 
The result was world-wide bankruptcy, 
depression, suffering and poverty. 

Few of us are aware that a serious 
panic hit the newly-organized Bank of 
England in 1696 and forced it to close, 
until the Government came to its aid and 
enabled it to resume operations. 

How many will believe that a stock 
market panic of major proportions oc- 
curred in 1720 with the bursting of the 
“South Sea Bubble”? Starting in 1711 
the South Sea Company was granted a 
monopoly of trade in India, the South 
Sea Islands, South America, etcetera. 
From 125 pounds the stock rose to 1,000 
pounds during the first seven months of 
1720, being sought after by every one 
from peer to chimneysweep. The King 
himself accepted the Governorship for a 
period, thus stamping the enterprise with 
royal approval. Imitators sprang up and 





soon all classes were beseeching the un- 
derwriters of little-known undertakings to 
allow them to subscribe to anything at 
any price. 

Projects of the most astonishing nature 
were launched and instantly over-sub- 


scribed, with the undelivered shares 
tripling in value by afternoon and quad- 
rupling again by the week-end. There 
was one piece of folly known as a com- 
pany to carry on a undertaking of merit 
but nobody was to know of what’it con- 
sisted. 

Amusing? Possibly. Unless you pause 
to compare these antics to some that were 
almost identical about 200 years later. In 
1929, to be exact. In 1929, you may 
know, management, investment trusts 
were organtzed by the dozen that gave 
said managers unlimited discretionary 
powers to operate without disclosing their 
operations, except at widely separated in- 
tervals, between which periods anything 
from bonds to postage stamps might be 
dealt in, on terms dictated entirely by the 
pleasure of the managers. 

Were the wiseacres of New York, or 
Peoria, who fell for such guff any more 
sophisticated than the good Londoner who 
purchased of the counterpart two cen- 
turies earlier? 

Apparently not, because we have only 
to make interchangeable the dates on the 
wild orgies of extravagance, ostentation 
and insolent discourse that preceded the 
smashes of both periods and we find that 
all their details practically coincide. 

In the fall of 1720 the South Sea 
Bubble burst and almost universal bank- 
ruptcy followed. Lords and_ servants 
found themselves in the same condition 
of pauperism, business practically ceased 


‘and the masses clamored for laws against 


speculation. 

In what better words could we de- 
scribe what we have just come through, 
checking as it does, item for item, with 
its historic predecessor? And in what 
different language possible could we de- 
scribe the twenty-one major depressions, 
to say nothing of many minor unsettle- 
ments, that have occurred between 1785 
and 1929? It could not be told any dif- 
ferently because the procedure has been 
in all essentials identical. 

As to the bright side of our present 
picture, it has been said recently by < 
(Continued on page 6&0) 
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One of the most interesting person- 
alities I met during the war was the then 
Commander of all Polish forces in 
3ritain, General Sosnkowski, whose chart 
I made on the suggestion of a friend of 
his—also a Pole. The gentleman in ques- 
tion was so secrecy-minded that he did 
not disclose either name or rank of the 
man whose chart he wanted me to make, 
but it was one of those clear-cut ones 
that talk more eloquently than the most 
elaborate personal introduction. Leo 28° 
was rising, conjunct Regulus—Mars on 
5:40 Virgo in the first house; the Sun 
27:52 in Scorpio in the 4th, as so often 
with the ardent patriots; the Moon in 
25:45 in Aries in the 9th, as it is so 
often with men who have to spend part 
of their lives in exile. Neptune was in 
the 10th, opposed to the Sun—a man 
easily misunderstood, a man whose views 
and aims encounter strong opposition at 
home. But perhaps the most significant 
constellation of all was Saturn on 7:35 
Cancer retrograde and intercepted in the 
Oth, in beautiful sextile to Mars in the 
Ist, in square to Uranus in the 2nd, ruling 
the 6th and seventh—Saturn itself ruling 
the 5th, where its field was, of course, 
also intercepted—a man in whose life 
an older friend played a tremendous part 
in the building up of his own personality. 
It was easy to guess that it must have 
been a first rate personality—nothing less 
than that would impress the owner of 
this chart who himself was a personality 
of great calibre. Most likely that friend 
was no longer alive but his influence still 
was. 

When my secrecy-minded gentleman 
came back to hear what I had found, 
he brought a Polish officer with him. I 
saw at once that he could not be the own- 
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er of the chart—he was too young and he 
did not have the calibre. I spoke for the 
better part of an hour about the character 
and history of the owner of the chart . 
and they took great pains not to reveal 
anything even by a nod or shaking of the 
head. As if that mattered! But when it 
came to the story of the great, old and 
most likely very powerful friend, prob- 
ably no longer alive, whose example or 
whose ideals had had such profound in- 


‘fluence on the owner of the chart, it 


proved too much for them. Secrecy was 
dropped and a few weeks afterwards I 
was allowed to meet the general, a won- 
derful old lion of a man who certaintly 
did honor to his Royal Ascendant. I felt 
it to be my duty to warn him against 
the opposition of Jupiter to his natal 
Sun in the second decade of May 1941. 
A general can not always be cautious but 
I begged of him to be at least as cautious 
as possible within that short period. 

Life in London was not exactly safe 
in those days, with between three and 
five hundred German bombers in the 
skies night after night and a fair num- 
ber of day-raids thrown into the bargain. 
But human nature has a knack of get- 
ting accustomed to almost anything if it 
lasts long enough and there is always in 
such cases the danger of becoming in- 
cautious, particularly when one has both 
luminaries in Mars signs and Mars itself 
in the first house. The two most danger- 
ous days for him were of course May 
10th and 11th when the Moon—time and 
again the second hand of the cosmic 
clock—was in his Sun-sign, Scorpio. 
During April the raids became heavier 
and heavier. An invitation for dinner in- 
variably led to difficulties in getting home, 
because few taxis and even fewer buses 
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dared to be in the streets during a heavy 
raid. Many a time I had to walk home 
and at least twice it took me about two 
and a half hours for a way I could have 
walked in half the time. There were little 
incidents that required stopping and a few 
times one had to take cover when some- 
thing come whining and whistling down 
from the sky. Once I walked about a 
mile and a half on broken glass and I 
remember how disgruntled I was when 
I passed my bank and found that there 
was a hole in its front, big enough for 
resolute burglars to drive in with a car. 
However, the burglars did not feel too 
enterprising that night and I don’t blame 
them. 

At the end of .April I embarked for 
Canada and the United States—as I said 
elsewhere—with very uneasy feelings. I 
had become quite accustomed to air bom- 
bardment but the sea had a different set 
of dangers to which I had not yet be- 
come accustomed. Also, I was aware of 
the fact that my Neptune is the only 
danger spot of my chart—it is opposed 
by Uranus and rules the eighth house. 
And there is an affinity between Neptune 
and submarines, to say nothing of sur- 
face raiders on secret and therefore 
Neptunian missions. 

For twenty days we were cut off from 
the world except for_ the captain’s 
radio and even that was used very spar- 
ingly—twice a day for the morning and 
evening news. We were furious about 
the heavy raid on London of May 10th 
and electrified by the news of the Hess 
flight. On went the calm, unruffled voice 
of the announcer “ among those 
wounded in the raid is General Sosn- 
kowski, Commander of the Polish forces 

I exploded. Everybody looked 
at me in bewilderment as T stamped up 
and down the captain’s cabin, cursing in 
several languages—which is a very un- 
usual thing with me. I was beside myself. 
What was the good of warning anybody? 
He had gone and done it. I was quite cer- 
tain that he had been incautious. He had 
been, too. At the age of 56 he had gone 
out into the street to help extinguish fire 
bombs, bless his brave heart. In the night 
from the 10th to the llth of May, he 
came through all right, though and to the 
best of my knowledge he is still very 
much alive, the grand old man.

The friend, who exerted such a strong 
influence on his life was of course Po- 
land’s great national hero, Marshal Pil- 
sudski. I had grown accustomed to air- 
raids—to the submarine danger, too. But 
there was one form of enemy attack I 
never got accustomed to. Day after day 
and night after night I had to control my 
nerves when the V1 attacks took place. 
The V1 was that diabolic invention known 
as “robot plane,” “‘pilotless plane,” “buzz 
bomb,” “fly-bomb,” or “doodle bug.” It 
was a small plane, with short clipped 
wings and flew at a speed of about 350 
m.p.h. When reaching its destination, the 
motor would set out, its nose would dip 
forward and down it came in a whirring, 
whistling, gliding flight. It had a thous- 
and kilogram of explosive in its nose. 

There was scarcely any Londoner who 
did not have a few hairs’ breadth escapes 
during the “buzz bomb” period—that is, 
if he escaped at all. Tens of thousands 
didn’t. The most beastly thing about the 
“buzz bombs” was their approach. During 
daytime and in the midst of the thund- 
erous traffic of London they could catch 
a man completely unaware. The “alert” 
was constant and unless all life was to 
stop in the city, it was no good taking 
cover. So everybody went about his 
business. But at night you could hear 
them coming, slowly, inexorably, with 
their peculiar grinding noise that cres- 
cendoed to an animalic roar—and sud- 
denly stopped. And you knew that now 
it was coming down somewhere very 
near, perhaps right on top of you, On 
some days they came several times an 
hour — hundreds of them within one 
night. 

Some people were not as much im- 
pressed as by the V2, the giant rocket 
which caused still more destruction and 
whose explosion was the loudest thing I 
ever heard. It sailed through the strato- 
sphere and its speed was far exceeding 
the speed of sound. So one didn’t hear 
them coming at all. And when you heard 
them you knew that it was all over and 
that you had escaped—this time. 

As usual in such cases the chart drawn 
for the first use of VI is very revealing. 
It was on June 15, 1944 at 11:40 p.m. 
M.E.Z. that this devil was let loose. The 
7th degree of Aquarius was rising—a 
Uranian event, most certainly, with Uran- 
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us on 9:52 Gemini conjunct Mercury on 
7:15 Gemini at the cusp of the 4th. The 
Sun at the cusp of the 5th, 24° in Ge- 
mini, with Saturn on 29:24 Gemini in 
the 5th and Pluto, Mars, Jupiter and 
Neptune all in the 7th, on 7,14,22 :30 Leo 
and 1:28 Libra respectively. Neptune, of 
course, was stationary again. This in my 
opinion, was astrologically timed action, 
although I am fully aware of the fact 
that the Germans had tried, and tried 
desperately, to put this weapon into effect 
at a much earlier stage. But on a day on 
which we had very nice aspects for such 
an undertaking, the R.A.F. bombed the 
lair of this confounded invention at 
Peenemuende literally to bits, including a 
German general-scientist. That held them 
up for quite a while, though it did not 
stop them completely. 

Five days after the first attack I was 
working on my charts as usual in my flat, 
then at Athenaeum Court in Piccadilly, 
with VI’s playing the blue devil outside, 
when one of them came up, louder and 
louder and suddenly went silent. I took 
cover behind the door, so as to be at 
least safe from flying glass. The windows 
would go for a certainty, even if it was 
not a direct hit. I could hear the whistling 
noise accompanying the downflight, an 
ear-splitting crash and—the tinkle of 
glass, lasting at least a full minute. The 
entire building was shaking. 

When the explosion was over, I went 
back to my desk, just a little dazed and, 
heaven knows why, set up a chart for the 
moment of the explosion. It was a down- 
right silly thing to do, of course, but 
somehow I felt I had to do it. The chart 
showed Uranus right at the nadir just 
as in the chart for the first “buzz bomb.” 
They were almost identical, except for 
the Moon’s position and only then I 
realized that this was bound to be so, as 
it was almost exactly the same hour, 
near midnight and the planets had not 
progressed very far in five days. Saturn 
was now in close conjunction with the 
Sun and I have that constellation in my 
Radix-chart. Repetitive constellations are 
not without effect. 


There was nothing more to it, obvious- 
ly, but at least chart number one was in- 
teresting and I suddenly felt that I 
wanted to talk about it to somebody. So 
I took the chart and went down the 
staircase, hoping to meet someone I 


knew in the hall. Still studying the chart, 
I arrived in the hall, looked up, saw the 
face of a friend and said into a com- 
plete silence: “Look here, old man, I’ve 
just made the horoscope of the darned 
thing and . . .” I did not get further. 
A storm of laughter interrupted me— 
from at least a hundred voices. And 
then only I saw that the entire hall was 
full of people who had come down from 
all the ten floors of the building, many 
of them extremely scantily dressed. Most 
of them had been badly frightened and 
my horoscope gave them the comic relief 
they very much needed. 

I made it my business to make a chart 
also for a similar event in World War I 
which gives an amazing confirmation of 
this type of astrological work. The first 
gas attack in World War I was started on 
April 22, 1915 at 5:30 p.m. at Ypres. Just 
as in the pilotless plane chart. Aquarius is 
rising—the sign ruling modern inventions 
and machines, so here Libra—again an 
airy sign, and its significator is in Pisces, 
the sign ruling chemicals. Its ruler Nep- 
tune, master of all gaseous substances, is 
right at the midheaven on 27:42 Cancer, 
in trine to Venus in the 6th, and in con- 
junction with the Moon. Jupiter, also in 
Pisces, 18 degrees, was in the house of 
enterprise, Mars 4:30 degrees in Aries 
in the 6th, the Sun 1:30 Taurus and 
Mercury 21:30 Aries in the 7th, Saturn 
in 28 Gemini in the 9th, square to Venus. 
Uranus is once more in the 4th, in’ its 
own sign, in 15:20 Aquarius. 

But of the two charts that of the pilot- 
less plane attack is the more dangerous 
one: Mars was angular instead of cadent 
and so were the rulers of the Ascendant 
and the midheaven. It was without doubt 
one of the most dangerous weapons of the 
entire war. Had it come a year earlier 
and had it been used as concentrated as 
planned, London would have been wiped 
off the surface of the earth.

Libra in the Seventh 


IBRA is the natural sign of mar- 
riage, and if this sign is on your seventh 
house, you are fortunate up to a point. 
Libra sometimes demands that life be 
just one long box of candy sweet and 
pretty, but with not much substance be- 
hind. This seventh house is interested 
in beauty of face and form and some- 
times this choice is just that and Libra 
is left with a wife or husband that is 
wonderful to look at, but when it comes 
to the more intellectual attainments Libra 
is left talking to himself. It is the most 
romantic sign bar none, and is always 
wistfully looking after the last dream, 
so to speak. Libra as a rule here does 
not see other people as they should be 
seen, and they have a capacity for light 
love-making that is very detrimental to 
their reputations. Libra men in particular 
are not apt to think what their com- 
pliments and affectionate.manner do to 
a maid who is not used to sugar coating 
all the time. Most Librans marry early 
and often, but they are more interested 
in admiration than deep passionate love, 
and for this reason when admiration flies 
out of the window, they start looking 
around for someone else, who can revive 
this ancient art, which is dying out alto- 
gether, if you pay attention to the aver- 
age Libran’s philosophy. — 

Sun in the seventh in Libra is not too 
fortunate a placement except for a 
woman, as the Sun is in its fall in this 
sign. She usually marries early, and well, 
but there is danger in being caught by 
every passing fancy. 

Moon in the seventh in Libra, in the 
case of a man, is not very favorable. It 
makes him a little too soft, and he is 
inclined to pick a woman for beauty and 
not character. In the case of a woman it 
gives a lasting marriage, but the liability 
of enmity from other, women. 

Mercury in the seventh in Libra is 
the signature in female charts of an 
artistic and gay partner, but a most im- 
provident one. ‘

Venus in the seventh in Libra is an 
index of a jealous nature and misfor- 
tunes through the opposite sex. Often 
the partner is a widower, or a widow 
and possessed of money. It is not the 
best position for a man, and as a rule 
unless there are other stronger positions 
it is better that he remain unmarried, 

In the marital relationship Mars in 
Libra in the seventh house fs for some 
reason addicted to shading the truth to 
an alarming degree, which provokes rage 
and sometimes violent conduct on the 
part of the partner. It is not a happy 
position, and the native should be care- 
ful, if he or she has not curbed this 
fault, to choose the partner from either 
Sagittarius or Gemini, who are more apt 
to reply with words rather than blows. 

Jupiter in Libra in the seventh usually 
attracts a partner of good social standing 
in the community, usually one older than 
the native with the protective and gener- 
ous traits well developed. The native be- 
comes more responsible and profound fol- 
lowing marriage. It is the signature of a 
happy union. 

Saturn in Libra in the seventh almost 
always means marriage to someone who 
has been previously married and who is 
much older than the native. The love is 
usually lasting and pleasant although it 
is not the romantic idyll that all Libra 
aspects desire. 

Uranus in Libra is one of the peculiar 
positions when it is in the seventh. It 
has the doubtful virtue of providing in- 
numerable husbands or wives without 
first being sure of the legality of marry- 
ing in such a plural manner. The legal 
aspects of bigamy seem to be something 
that this placement finds incapable of 
understanding, and the more spouses the 
better. This trait of course occurs under 
severe affliction. Fortunately those with 
this placement are mature in age and 
Uranus has many years to go before it 
reaches this sign again. 

Neptune in Libfa is found only in 
those charts of persons born since 1942. 
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Scorpio in the Seventh 

The sign of Scorpio on the seventh 
house is the most forceful and passionate 
of all the’ signs. It is a strongly sexed 
sign, and irregular behavior does not 
affect the constitution of this Mars-Pluto 
ruled sign as it would of some others, 
notably Pisces. It is not easy to analyze 
the native with this sign on the seventh 
in any superficial manner. It is naturally 
a secretive and suspicious placement, and 
one in which the slightest deviation from 
what the native considers right and just 
will produce a revenge that is nothing 
short of diabolical. He is faithful unto 
death, and it is seldom that this place- 
ment if allowed the love and affection 
that he feels it his right to expect, ever 
leaves or in any way forsakes the per- 
son he or she truly loves. He often as 
not marries for financial and social ad- 
vantages, but gives as good as he gets, 
and the wife or husband who is thus 
chosen never has reason to complain. 
Love and hates with this position are 
very deep and enduring, and Scorpio 
will wait until the end of time to satisfy 
his or her own sense of justice and 
retribution. When the sign is afflicted, 
by bad planetary placements in the 
seventh, care must be taken that the vio- 
lent fits of passion that the sign produces 
do not cause violence to the native as well 
as to others placed in his or her care 
and trust, for to quote the saying Scorpio 
sometimes for the lack of an opponent 
will “set one hand against the other.” 

The Sun in the seventh in Scorpio is 
domineering, and sometimes hard to get 
along with. It is a very good financial 
placement for a woman and denotes a 
husband who is bountifully provided with 
worldly goods. It sometimes leaves her a 
well-to-do widow. 

The Moon in the seventh in Scorpio 
is not a good position for either male or 
female charts, although money is. gained 
through its rulership from Cancer if 
the native happens to be a man. It de- 
notes a jealous and exacting partner. 

Mercury in the seventh in Scorpio de- 
notes a native who feels it his bounden 
duty to keep everything to himself or 
herself. Talking about his financial status, 
his background or other business is strict- 
ly tabu. When he or she does speak it is 
likely to be some sarcastic remark that

would make you wish that the person 
had remained silent. The mate if and 
when attracted is equally silent, and all 
in all, this is not the best of positions 
for Mercury in the marital house. 

Venus in Scorpio in the seventh gives 
a deep passionate love, but is not a good 
placement. It also gives unsociability, the 
couple being content with their own 
company. The mate has been previously 
married in the majority of instances, and 
has money, but it holds the danger of 
the partner’s early death. 

Mars in the seventh in Scorpio, sur- 
prisingly enough, does not hold the head- 
long rage that the same position in Aries 
does. The nature is however much more 
secretive and prone to such suspicious 
attitudes, that unless the native with this 
position can subdue his natal tendencies, 
it is best for him not to marry, for the 
marital life will be a series of quarrels 
and accusations. 

Jupiter in the seventh in Scorpio be- 
stows success in partnerships or in deal- 
ing cooperatively with others. The native 
is benevolent to other people and attracts 
a generous attitude as a result. 

Saturn in the seventh in Scorpio is the 
index of burdensome and secret love 
affairs. It is not a good position for mar- 
riage, the native being attracted to those 
who are inferior. 

Uranus in the seventh in Scorpio 
makes the native prone to self indulgence, 
and to ill-health through it. Unless he or 
she marries an extremely superior type 
of person, the person witk this position 
is better off remaining single. 

Sagittarius in the Seventh 


Sagittarius on the seventh is a charm- 
ing and pleasant placement, and is much 
more favorable for a man than a woman. 
Women with this position are more apt 
to think in terms of breezing thought- 
lessly through their romantic lives, and 
since it is hard for them to tell a friend 
from a lover they are always in the 
midst of great confusion in regard to 
their amorous affairs. They would much 
rather spend their time gadding about 
the world. They are ‘journalistically in- 
clined, and they generally feel a need to 
know the ins and outs of political do- 
ings in all corners of the world. If.they 
do fall in love, it is likely to be with 
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some one they meet abroad. Men with 
this sign of roving on the seventh are 
sporting enthusiasts, preferring horses 
and games that carry an element of speed, 
and as they are always on the go, they 
rarely have time to stop and carry out a 
long romance, such as Leo would be 
likely to do. 

The sign as a whole is too much inter- 
ested in their freedom to take pleasure 
in the marital state, and especially if it 
involves any sort of restriction, which 
latter is just like waving a red flag in 
front of them. Like all fire signs, they 
are ardent without being passionate, 
which is not quite the same thing. Ex- 
tremely idealistic, once a partnership has 
been broken through infidelity or other 
unfortunate causes, they are. more than 
likely to remain single for the rest of 
their lives and devote their energies to 
friendships, which in time come to mean 
more to the Sagittarian seventh than 
romance at the most favorable of times. 
When they do marry, if the partner un- 
derstands their. desire for independence 
the union is very fortunate. 

The Sun in the seventh in Sagittarius 
does not incline to marriage. It may come 
about but only under the most extra- 
ordinary circumstances. 

The Moon in the seventh in Sagittarius 
is more interested in traveling about and 
seeing all there is to see. He (or she) 
often marries and marries well, but abso- 
lutely insists on a partner who is a replica 
of himself in nature as well as physical 
attributes. 

Venus in Sagittarius in the seventh, is 
a little apt to take love as he finds it, but 
he never falls in love with anyone who 
does not appeal to him mentally, and 
he is always attracted by that person 
who can boast of going on foot through 
the Gobi Desert, or sailing by raft 
through the Antarctic Ocean. There is a 
rule that Sagittarians marry twice and 
it seems to hold here. 

Mars in Sagittarius in the seventh 
heralds gain through marriage, although 
the person with this placement has to be 
careful that there is no legal dispute over 
the mate’s former legal status. Often 
there is a jinx of eternal litigation with 
this Mars. 

Mercury in the seventh in Sagittarius 
makes the native extremely talkative and 
attracts a like person who is a constant 


chatterer, and who gives advice on every 
conceivable subject. 

Jupiter in Sagittarius in the seventh 
invariably gives financial gain through 
the union, and also presages two mar- 
riages. 

Saturn in Sagittarius in the seventh 
is not favorable for the marital venture, 
the native often insisting that the mate 
share his or her interest with the horses 
and dogs that this sign keeps with him, 
and to whom he constantly pays more 
attention. ol 

Uranus in the seventh in Sagittarius 
absolutely refuses to be tied down to the 
marital state and, if married, behaves 
just as if he were still single. 

Capricorn in the Seventh 


Capricorn on the seventh, Saturnian 
ruled sign that it is, presages difficulty 
in finding a suitable marital partner. For 
purposes of security the mate must usual- 
ly have money as well as social position 
to be even considered by this position. 
Women with this placement are dis- 
tinguished for not trying to make the 
most of any natural beauty, and even 
the first house Cancerian rising sign does 
not seem to awaken them to the fact that 
men like colors, and not everlasting black, 
although now and again they do like a 
little fluffiness. The rigidity of this sign 
does not give it a very affectionate or 
excessively light-hearted character, at 
least it is not so to the point of being 
attractive to the average male or female 
matrimonial bargain hunter. These peo- 
ple usually mate best with a Sun-Capri- 
corn. The partner is helped in his busi- 
ness affairs, and although flamboyant 
affection is not encouraged, still the re- 
lationship is characterized by a quiet de- 
votion that lasts until death in the ma- 
jority of cases. In the rare cases that the 
union may be threatened by evidences of 
infidelity, the partner is never forgiven 
although the marriage may remain out- 
wardly serene in the eye of the world. 

The Sun in the seventh in Capricorn 
is not favorable for marriage, and unless 
other planetary positions lend their sup- 
port, the person may not marry at all. 

The Moon in the seventh in Capricorn 
usually is the type that remdins unmar- 
ried, nt | not able to project the 
personality sufficiently enough to attract 
a prospective mate. There is sometimes 
marriage at a later age than ordinary, or 
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by some Saturnian process the native 
marries someone much younger. 

Mercury in Capricorn in the seventh 
is the placement of gain through the 
marital relationship. The mate is often 
experienced in the handling of money, 
and has acquired a competence in being 
a consultant in financial affairs, chiefly 
for investment purposes. 

Venus in Capricorn in the seventh is 
not always the position of disappoint- 
ment that some people seem to think it 
is. When it is well aspected, it denotes 
marriage to an older partner of worth 
and good background. The bad aspects 
incline to attractions to inferiors, but on 
the whole it is not a very unfortunate 
placement for Venus. 

Mars in the seventh is another posi- 
tion for financial gain, and since Mars 
is exalted in this sign it adds warmth 
and a more affectionate nature to the 
staid reserve of Capricorn. 

Jupiter in the seventh in Capricorn is 
the best placement for a stable marital 
relationship, as this planet often attracts 
a most fortunate partner and one who 
never forsakes the native. 

Saturn in the seventh in Capricorn is 
opposed to the marital status and, if a 
woman, she rarely if ever marries. If a 
man, however, he is prone to choose a 
younger and gayer woman, subconscious- 
ly hoping that she may infect him with 
her light-hearted nature. 

Uranus in the seventh in Capricorn is 
an interesting position, for it gives the 
native a somewhat bohemian type of 
personality, which naturally attracts a 
bohemian partner, who makes life very 
difficult for the native, as this placement 
always like to be the center of the circle 
It does not make for a normal married 
life, and the tie is easily severed by cir- 
cumstances. 

Neptune has not yet reached the sign 
of Capricorn. 

Aquarius in the Seventh 

Aquarius on the seventh house is not 
in its element if the matter of stable 
unions are to be considered. This Uranian 
ruled sign is too individualistic and too 
, erratic to be attracted to marriage as are 
other signs. The fact that it is a fixed 
sign helps very little for it is fixed air, 
and air blows somewhere else when it is 
tired of the same atmosphere. It is more 
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reason 


of a friendly sign than a loving one, and 
it insists on having its friends around at 
all times, of which situation one is bound 
sooner or later to tire, unless he or she 
is a Sun Aquarian. It is first a position 
of roving affections and it does not 
keep this tendency a secret as Scorpio 
would be likely to do, for appearance 
sake. This seventh house native is at- 
tracted to the unconventional in matters 
of love, and often finds himself in the 
divorce courts because of a tendency to 
experiment while married with several 
people at the same time. This is one of the 
positions that tends when afflicted to 
bigamous practices. They make charming 
and interesting marital partners, but it 
is not advised to take them seriously for 
most of the time they are not sure of 
their own emotional characteristics, and 
it is asking too much to try and figure 
them out—at least the job is too much 
for the ordinary person. 

Sun in Aquarius in the seventh house 
attracts as a rule an unusual and glamor- 
ous mate, but one in whom the element 
of financial support may be lacking, and 
in the case of a man, it brings a wife 
who has very extravagant ideas. 

The Moon in Aquarius in the seventh 
is a very magnetic placement, especially 
for a woman, and the maid with this 
position in her chart is always pursued, 
but for some reason never caught, either 
through her own fault or because the 
pursuer was caught by another more 
stable sign. It gives a tendency to erratic 
behavior which should be watched for it 
alienates. people. 

Venus in Aquarius in the seventh is 
not at all a happy position for this ro- 
mantic planet. The mind and emotions 
are taken up with sensational aspects of 
what should be ordinary relationships, 
and as a consequence it is the position 
of the person who thinks another’s spouse 
is more interesting, only to find that he 
or she is just like everyone else; in any 
case it delays marriage, and when the 
state of matrimony is entered into, the 
partner is considerably older. 

Mars in Aquarius in the seventh is the 
position of an extremely rich and fine 
marriage partner, although here again it 
tends to one older than the native. 

Mercury in Aquarius in the seventh 
presages marriage to a person engaged 


for treason. 
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‘jn a Uranian occupation such as elec- 


tronics, or radio work, and usually works 
out very happily. 

Jupiter in Aquarius in the seventh in- 
dicates a love-marriage and one that 
endures. 

Saturn in Aquarius in the seventh is 
constant in attachment and the marriage 
is for love, and lasts without divorce. 
Very few people who have this position 
separate for any reason. 

Uranus in Aquarius in the seventh is 
here in its own sign and attracts a most 
unconventional partner. It is not a favor- 
able position for matrimony, and it sel- 
doms turns out well unless the partner 
is of the exact nature of the native. 


Pisces in the Seventh 


Pisces on the seventh house, with its 
Neptunian, and partly Jupiterian vibra- 
tions, lives in a dream world of clouds 
and crystal and when bound to come 
down to earth suffers so acutely that it 
is better not to disturb the visionary per- 
sonality of this position. It produces 
those who have a fondness for pain; and, 
the person who glorifies in a martyr com- 
plex and speaks glowingly of sacrifice 
is almost certain to be the possessor of 
planets in Pisces, sure to have this sign 
on the seventh. If you have Pisces here, 
you tend to be attracted by those who 
play upon your sympathies, and to give 
more than you receive. It is not a stern 
sign and cannot cope with those who 
use sternness or hardness as an adjunct 
to their characters. Emotional stimula- 
tion seems to be what some seventh 
house Pisces placements live for, and if 
it cannot be found in one way, sometimes 
intoxicants are resorted to, to keep the 
psyche at that pitch of elation that Nep- 
tune demands. If this sign on a seventh 
house belongs to a woman, she must be 
careful of the kind of man she attracts 
for the pull is for that unreliable and 
dangerous sort of man. If this position 
falls in a man’s chart, he must be cer- 
tain of the character of the women -he 
associates with, and if he keeps his <al- 
truistic ideal of woman in a dream world, 
so much the better for him, for anything 
human is bound to fall far short of his 
ideal. 

Sun in the seventh in Pisces is a 
hindrance in any chart, male or female. 
There is financial gain in the marriage, 
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but there is neither robust health, or a 
complete sharing of ideas with the part- 
ner. 

The Moon in Pisces in the seventh is 
the sign of a dreamy and passionate na- 
ture and is not very constant in affection. 

Mercury in Pisces in the seventh has ° 
little effect except to incline toward a 
literary partner, preferably one who 
writes poetry, and also to mates from 
the theatre, sftcifically those from the 
films. 

Venus in Pisces in the seventh is the 
mecca for unfortunate attachments, It 
seems that it is a virtual impossibility to 
find a congenial mate, and the native is 
always attracting those who tire of the 
relationship sooner or later. Since it is 
in a mutable sign it brings more than 
one partnership. 

Mars in the seventh in Pisces is almost 
the symbol of deception and disappoint- 
ment in the love-life. It delays marriage 
and brings more than one attachment. 
This position should be careful if pos- 
sible to choose a mate who does not 
drink! 

Jupiter in Pisces in the seventh is the 
most favorable placement for this sign 
and attracts a mate who is in the medical 
profession, or the head of some thera- 
peutic institution. The native, male or 
female, is usually engaged in medical 
work as their own life-work. 

Saturn in Pisces in the seventh is 
noted for unfortunate unions. This Sa- 
turn often marries someone who is ill 
to look after them. It marries late in 
life, more so than most seventh house 
Saturns. If an early union is contracted, 
it is to someone older. 

Uranus in Pisces in the seventh is not 
at all suitable to the marital state and 
often the native with this placement mar- 
ries someone who is not physically or 
mentally on par with the native. The 
partner in any case is shy and unworldly 
and it takes all of the native’s ingenuity 
to keep his or her feet on the ground. 

There will of course be extenuating 
circumstances to take jnto account as to 
the workability of all these positions. We 
have not discussed Pluto’s effect, with 
the exception of his importance in the 
sign of Cancer, mainly because his effect 
is too new to make a definite statement 
a$ to his presence or absence, especially 
in the marital realm. 
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STARS IN LEO 


| T is usual to note that in the 6th degree 
of Leo lies the star cluster called 
Praesaepe or the Manger, flanked by two 
small stars called the Donkeys. Like all 
star clusters Praesaepe is associated with 
water, hence also watery eyes. Because 
watery eyes are defective Praesaepe and 
its two Donkeys are associated with eye 
trouble in astrology. 

Praesaepe forms the breast of the Crab ; 
the two Donkeys its eyes. The Crab is 
the most inconspicuous of all the zodiacal 
constellations, and so we pass on at once 
to the most absorbing of all the stars in 
astology : Regulus, in the very last degree 
of Leo. 

Regulus 


In last month’s article I dwelt at length 
on the vital importance of the star Sirius, 
but despite this importance I had to re- 
mind that Sirius has no effect, owing to 
its position in the sign Cancer, except in 
national horoscopes, and even thén only 
in the most generalized way. I stated 
again that the stars (with very rare ex- 
ceptions) influence us only via_ the 
zodiac. Sirius is no exception: 

The influence of Sirius is conveyed to 
us via the zodiacal star: Regulus. 

Remember this! 

The influences of Sirius, three in num- 
ber, reach us in the solar system by way 
of Regulus and sure enough, if you look 
up Regulus, you will find that he is a 
triple star. . 

In last month’s article I had quite a bit 
to say about Sirius being a hot, bluish- 
white star but whose color anciently was 
described as reddish owing to certain dis- 
turbances on its smaller companion star 
which at certain times masked the pre- 
dominating color. There is no similar 
phenomenon in the system of Regulus 


but in astrology there is, for Regulus is 
described as a martial star. There is no 
similar phenomenon with Regulus _be- 
cause its components are: Regulus A, 
bluish-white like Sirius, of magnitude.1; 
Regulus B, blue “as if steeped in indigo”, 
situated about 3’ away from A and of 
magnitude 8; and little Regulus C, blue, 
like B, and in fact B’s companion 3” 
away and of magnitude 13. Here, there 
is nothing but bluish. 

Regulus is the royal star. From remote 
antiquity comes the belief that it rules 
the affairs of the heavens. Curiously 
enough it has not been called Rex, the 
King, but Regulus or “‘little king” (and 
‘no joke intended by me). This could only 
have come about through those in a 
position to know that Regulus is the 
agent of what to us is the King, namely, 
Sirius. 

The old description of the influence of 
Regulus as a mixture of “Mars and 
Jupiter” comes from days before Nep- 
tune was discovered. To explain cir- 
cumstances Jupiter was substituted for 
Neptune because nothing else was avail- 
able. Like Sirius, Regulus seems to be 
concerned, in mysterious ways, with the 
transformation or rather transmutation 
of Mars to Neptune. The culmination 
of martial experience, as it is experienced 
by man, is in that state of leadership 
known as royalty, whether it is royalty 
strictly so-called, or in that degree of 
eminence attained by the governors of 
states or nations, or of the bench, or by 
the captains of induStries, great or small, 
makes relatively little difference. This 
state of eminence is reached and enjoyed 
(or experienced) for a time; then it is 
all forsaken in what seems a drastic let- 
down but which is so only for the on- 
lookers. What is attained by those who 
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pass through this experience is a state of 
consciousness previously not known 
which conveys a sense of peace and true 
power. In other words, Mars into Nep- 
tune. It is this “Neptune” influence 
which gives Regulus its color: flushed 
white and ultramarine. 

Blue is also the true color of our Sun, 
as seen from higher dimensions, where- 
fore this solar system is described eso- 
terically as the Blue system and the 
reason why the basic Lodge of Free- 
masonry is known as the Blue Lodge. 
Here, however the Blue is the indigo of 
Jupiter polar to the ultramarine of Nep- 
tune. This is the 2nd ray, the basic ray 
of our Solar Logos. 


Regulus registers prominently jin the 
affair of empire. If anyone really wants 
to put astrology to the test, here is an 
excellent exercise for their wits and 
patience. Let the researcher follow the 
course of history from the 3rd millenium 
B.C., to the present and note the rises, 
the dips and falls of empire parallel to 
the positions of Regulus. In particular 
let him, if he have access to a well- 
equipped public library, consult Oppol- 
zer's Kanon der Finsternisse and make 
a listing of the solar eclipses as they have 
occurred near the longitudes of Regulus. 
He will be amazed at what he finds. I 
know no better test of the truth (or 
hypothesis, if you prefer) that the destiny 
of individuals and nations is governed 
by natural law. 


Commander Morrison (Zadkiel) has 
lett us a few lines inviting our attentidn 
to the remarkable parallel of the fortunes 
of ancient Rome and the phenomena anent 
Regulus. Consult his writings for de- 
tails. Briefly the rise of the Roman 
power took place when Regulus was in the 
last decanate of Cancer, and like the 
empires before it followed a pattern 
whereby foregoing powers were absorbed 
by it and there followed an empire where- 
in the component parts were in family 
relation. That was the Cancer-pattern. 
Regulus entered Leo shortly before the 
beginning of the 2nd century B.C. Then 
came the civil wars in Latium, the wars 
of Marius and Sulla, of Caesar and Pom- 
peti, of Antony and Octavian, and finally 
the Roman Empire a generation before 
the Christian era. Allowing another 
three centuries for the influence of Can- 
cer to die out completely we come to the 
division of the empire into East and 





West. Lastly, under a devastating bar- 
rage of solar eclipses on top of Regulus, 
what we know as the Roman empire in 
the West was completely done in. 

The course of European history since 
then is very largely the story of Regulus 
in Leo. Leo is not a family sign. Cats 
are not gregarious. Neither is Europe a 
more or less happy family in any sense. 
Under Leo it has reached great heights 
of individual splendor but no continental 
solidarity, nor will lasting solidarity be 
achieved before the year 2015 when Reg- 
ulus steps into Virgo. 

Incidentally, this is an excellent op- 
portunity to test the power of the tropical, 
versus the sidereal, zodiac. 

There lies immediately before us an 
excellent opportunity, or rather two op- 
portunities, to test the power of Regulus. 
There is general apprehension today that 
Western Europe will fall an easy prey to 
the armies of Soviet Russia. When will 
this be? The answer—watch the 29th 
degree of Leo-where Regulus is located. 
Suppose we be skeptics. To a good de- 
gree I am one, and for this reason: 

We find invariably that there is a 
celestial correspondence contemporane- 
ous with any event of importance. True, 
but how about the converse’ If there 
is an imposing celestial configuration, will 
something flow invariably from it? I 
think not, hence the difficulty in applying 
astrology to the affairs of men and na- 
tions. But let us get back to our prob- 
lem, for after all is said and done, the 
configurations of Regulus are effective. 

This year (1952) Pluto will reach the 
23rd degree of Leo. It will advance 
about two degrees a year. It will reach 
the 25th in 1953, the 27th in 1954 and the 
29th in 1955! The latter year seems to 
be the answer for the start of the semi- 
final showdown in Europe. Another will 
come, forty years hénce. So suppose the 
reader—we hope he or she is skeptical— 
investigates this problem for himself. 
Merely watch the 29th degree, Pluto and 
the configurations about these two items. 
It will not be easy to estimate dates with- 
in a year because Pluto has passed out- 
side the zodiacal belt and will soon be in 
latitude 10° north, moreover, Pluto does 
not -by itself produce an assault but sets 
the scene, as it were, whereby a prey is 
taken. 

But there is something closer thart 
1955! All the world is well aware that 
the United States is the mainstay of 
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Longitude

Western Europe. Kick this prop aside 
and the thing will come down easier. Now 
the United States is open (astrologically ) 
to assault in advance of Western Europe! 
The United States has three basic horo- 
scopes : 

1. Its very own—the “Yorktown” 
horoscope which made us an independent 
nation, 9 Sagittarius rising. 


2. Its intgrnational horoscope — the 
very famous one for July 4, 1776—the 
“Philadelphia” horoscope, with either 8 
or 20 Gemini rising. 


3. The Western Hemisphere horo- 
scope—the “New York” horoscope for 
April 30, 1789 when George Washington 
took the oath of office as our First Presi- 
dent. 


I refer now to the last named horo- 
scope. The difficulty here is that we do 
not know its ascendant closely. It is 
somewhere between the 25th and 27th 
degrees of Leo! Strangely no one has 
noted the time when Washington said, 
“I do” on this date. He left his residence 
at ##1 Cherry Street (once almost under 
one of the piers of the Brooklyn Bridge) 
at high noon and proceeded by carriage 
to the landmark on Wall Street. Con- 
ceivably it was a parade, and the carriage 
went slowly. I have walked this distance 
at slow pace, stopping occasionally to 
look into shop windows along Park Row 
and Broadway, and I had difficulty 
stretching it to twenty minutes, but I 
must admit that in processions long de- 
lays are possible. This should be the 
subject of earnest research, but it is quite 
likely that the ascendant is quite close to 
that when Columbus made his first land- 
fall in the New World. That ascendant 
was very close to 27 Leo. 


Now when Pluto reaches 27 Leo 


(1954), or perhaps as early as when he ' 


reaches 25 Leo (1953), the Western 
World, the United States and New York 
in particular, will be theoretically open 
to assault. It is interesting to note in 
passing that these venerable institutions 
set up by the Ist Congress, sitting in New 
York, will be on the firing line: the

Presidency, the Cabinet, the Supreme 
Court and the famed Bills of Rights. 

These two interesting problems now al- 
most upon us dre a challenge to the most 
exacting; to skeptics and to devotees 
alike. 

I have dwelt so long on the mundane 
effects of Regulus to show the power that 
lies with it; but it is not to be neglected 
in the individual horoscope. Any per- 
son, high or low, who has reached the 
state in evolution signified by the per- 
fection of the Mars nature, will respond 
to the influence of Regulus, if Regulus 
is prominently placed in the hofoscope. 

Regulus is not an easy star to locate in 
the night sky. It is at the handle of a 
“sickle” which forms the torso and arched 
tail of the constellation Leo; but the best 
way is to pick some night of the month 
when the moon or a prominent planet is 
near the end of Leo. Regulus will then 
be easily picked up nearby because it is 
close to the ecliptic. 

‘Regulus was one of the four royal 
stars of ancient Persia about 2500 B.C. 
at which time it was not far from the 
first point of Cancer, and marked the 
beginning of summer. Records of its 
longitude extend back to 2120 B.C. On 
July 1, 1952 Regulus’ longitude will be 
29 Leo 10’ 4”, latitude 0 28’ north; right 
ascension 151 27’ 38”, declination 12 12’ 
5” north. At the beginning of recent 
centuries up to the beginning of the next, 
its position was and will be as given 
above. 

As an afterthought, note that it was Reg- 
ulus’ position shortly before the 27th 
degree of Leo that attended our becom- 
ing an independent nation. Perhaps this 
will now, next year, or in 1954 be put to 
the test. Remember this ancient version 
of the Lord’s Prayer: 

“Lead us not to the Tester 
But deliver us from evil’.

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TOMORROW'S NEWS

GENERAL INDICATIONS 
A MONTH witha retrograde Mercury 


is always a baffling one to evaluate, espe- 
cially when there are strong squares (and 
two eclipses) to spark the forces of chal- 
lenge and change. 

Mercury turns retrograde on July 29th, 
on the degree that is activated later by 
a partial eclipse of the Sun (August 
20th) in the 28th degree of Leo within 
one degree of the Royal star Regulus (the 
little king). The last time a solar eclipse 
occurred in this degree, a King died.* 

It is not likely that the public will pay 
much attention to campaign oratory or 
arrive at any clear decision regarding 
Election issues until after Mercury re- 
gains direct motion August 22nd. No 
commitment or agreement or decision or 
proposition (on any level of experience, 
from the most humble to the highest), is 
final, or leads where it is expected to go, 
if undertaken while this planet backtracks 
in the zodiac. The degree in which Mer- 
cury turns direct, 15 Leo, symbol: “The 
great American carnival, the Mardi Gras 
at New Orleans, is seen with a wealth of 
floats, decorations and merriment.” It is 
colorful and dramatic, its keyword, “EX- 
POSURE.” Hence the final outcome of 
the Election may well be determined in 
the public mind this month by some new 
exposé of Official waste, extravagance or 
corruption. The degree of the Lunar 
Eclipse of August 5th is symbolized by: 
“A long and heavy train climbs the steep 
w&Solar Eclipse August 21, 1933 followed within six 
months by the death of King Albert of Belgium who 


was killed on a mountain climbing accident, FeBruary 
17, 1934. 
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mountain grade ; at last a tunnel offers a 
short-cut to the other side.” This is more 
like it—a torn and frightened world may 
at last be set to rights. 

There are 18 major aspects in August 
—5 squares (dynamic), 5 conjunctions 
(emphasis), 6 sextiles (cooperation), 1 
trine (creativity), and 1 opposition 
(awareness). Except for the conjunc- 
tions to Pluto (by the Leo Venus, Mer- 
cury and Sun) and the volcanic Mars- 
Pluto square (August 11th), the prepond- 
erance is on the side of fluid:aspects. On 
the whole, there should be a relaxing of 
tensions during this somewhat ‘“‘muted” 
period—a relaxation welcome to some, in 
a year so heavily crossed by the sharpest 
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and most critical cardinal stress. 

Indeed, the degrees of Mercury chang- 
ing direction give a clue to the general 
atmosphere to be expected. They suggest 
that the aspect most significant for Aug- 
ust is the opposition of Mars and Jupiter 
on August 8th. This configuration usually 
measures to extravagance, exaggeration, 
over-optimism combined with wishful 
thinking, the-sky’s-the-limit promises and 
expectations. 

It gives a false sense of security that 
shuts its mind to the continuing peril to 
established order, morality and freedom 
while Saturn and Uranus build slowly to 
their third and last great square (October 
15th), and Saturn and Neptune move 
ever closer together to combine their pres- 
sures and compound their burdens in the 
fateful fall of 52 and the late spring and 
early summer of ’53. 

For let us not forget one important 
fact. The magic—for good or ill—never 
rests in the remote world of the planets 
and their angles of relationships, even 
when these impinge closely on sensitive 
points in our personal, or national nativi- 
ties, or in the charts of the leaders who 
represent us. They merely measure to, 
and often emphasize and dramatize, peak 
points in the cycles of human behavior, 
the results of our good and bad past 
choices. 

Most of all we suspect the careless, 
trustfulness, the well-meaning ineptitude, 
the unrealistic Pollyanna-ism of Mars op- 
position Jupiter at such a time—with its 
tendency to rationalize the facts to suit 
the popular patterns of wishful thinking. 
No wonder Carter calls this configuration 
the “most foolish” of all aspects. For 
these energy-rich poles of power can 
touch off heaven-knows-what as_ they 
make their aspect in close square to the 
cataclysmic Pluto. 

Let us be grateful—in a period of uni- 
versal danger—for the sharper stresses 
which keep us alertly watchful, struggling 
against time to build up the defenses of 
the free world, precariously maintaining 
patience and offering compromise (Sat- 
urn) under continued provocation and 
outrageous insult (Uranus). Let us seek 
out the stresses, and keep our attention 
fixed on them, for our own protection. 
Saturn on the US Saturn, all month, 
within five degrees of the square to 





Uranus, itself only a few degrees from 
the US Sun, should keep responsible 
leaders awake on the barricades. The 
even more global implications of a 
Uranus-Neptune square (only two de- 
grees short of exactness at month’s end), 
put to severest test the purposes and 
achievements of World War II (which 
was fought under the trine of these two 
planets). This square also measures not 
only to the backbreaking burdens and 
responsibilities which that doubtful vic- 
tory left in its wake ‘a victory achieved 
under Saturn-square-Neptune), but also 
to the political monstrosities and psychic 
deformities it spawned. 

There are two Eclipses (partial) which 
fall in August, which do not necessarily 
measure only to events within this Lunar 
period. Eclipses so often cast their 
shadows before, and their lingering effects 
may erupt sharply as later transits re-acti- 
vate the degrees in which they occur. 

The first, on August 5th-6th, is the 
partial eclipse of the Moon, and the event 
sets up a grand fixed square in the zodiac 
—sharply dramatizing a complete stale- 
mate between conflicting aims, purposes, 
ideologies which only the background 
cardinal stress (between Saturn-Neptune 
in Libra and Uranus in Cancer), sextile 
and trine the points on the square, can 
nudge into lumbering movement. By pre- 
cipitating crisis, or by continuing re- 
empHasis of critical situations which 
already exist, the cardinal pressures can 
force the adoption of temporary expedi- 
ents and serve to keep up a semblance 
of progress (remember the retrograde 
Mercury). 

THE UNITED STATES 

The Lunation of July 21st, governing 
two-thirds of August, is entirely western 
in the Washington chart, except for a 
singleton Mars in the 10th house, very 
close to the MC. The entire planetary 
pattern is enclosed between a Mars- 
Jupiter opposition (justifying our con- 
tention that this aspect gives the clue to 
the month), square the Leo Venus, Pluto 
and Mercury in the heavily tenanted 7th 
house, which also holds Uranus (close to 
the cusp) and the Lunation. The cuspal 
Uranus dramatizes the fierce competitions 
in which the country is involved, both on 
the domestic and the diplomatic scene. 


While the western weight of the chart 
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shows how dependent the country is on 
circumstances and situations shaped by 
world trends (fixed cross focused on 
Pluto), the throw of that weight is to the 
10th, where the singleton Mars picks up 
the reins of leadership, and purposefully 
takes the initiative, both on the world 
scene and in politics at home. All focus 
of attention is naturally on the Top Office 
—both as a prize to be striven for, and in 
the use that is made of its power and 
prestige in the pre-election struggle. Here 
is HST in his most stubborn fighting 
mood, crusading (fixed emphasis) for his 
foreign policies (7th emphasis), in de- 
fense of his administration record and 
fiscal policies (Mercury close to the 8th), 
and for the maintenance of his Party in 
power. The ruler of the chart in the 9th, 
shows the public—resentful of involve- 
ments abroad, and their cost in worry, 
blood and taxes, weighing and judging, 
balancing accounts (Saturn in Libra), 
veering from one side to the other and 
not a little confused (Neptune prox- 
imity), wanting “out,” in a mood for 
drastic change, asking uncomfortable 
questions (square Uranus), but signifi- 
cantly ready to be caught by that touch 
of “magic” (Neptune) to which the mind 
is ever susceptible and which should not 
be allowed to decide the issue on a purely 
instinctive, imaginative and non-rational 
basis. rs 
Economically, the inflation spiral tends 
to continue upward (Jupiter stress), the 
presence of this expansion drive in the 
4th suggesting a rich harvest. Property 
prices continue on the rise but business 
should be good (North Node at the 2nd). 
Novel techniques make the competition 
for markets a challenge to ingenuity and 
resourcefulness (Uranus), with more 
profit to be had in domestic rather than 
the ever narrowing complicated and over- 
regulated foreign field. (Uranus sextile 
4th house Jupiter, square 9th house Sat- 
urn and Neptune). Labor is demanding, 
and insistent on an ever larger share of 
the take, contributing to the inflationary 
trend (8th house Mercury, near Pluto, 
focus of the fixed square, rules the 6th). 
At the Full Moon (the partial Lunar 
eclipse of August 5th), the static, four- 
cornered fixed square is cadent—showing 
how deeply rooted are the ideational and 
political biases ranged against each other. 
Neptune, close to the cusp of the 11th 


(and square an 8th house Uranus) 
shows a confused and essentially con- 
servative-minded Congress (perhaps 
forced unwillingly into continued work- 
ing harness, by unfinished monetary busi- 
ness) in a mood to ruthlessly cut appro- 
priations in an effort to do whatever may 
be reasonably done to slow down the infla- 
tionary spiral. 


BRITAIN AND WESTERN EUROPE 


The July 21st Lunation is completely 
below the horizon for London, with the 
Lunation in the 4th, Uranus close to the 
IC, sextile a rising Jupiter which is with- 
in minutes of the Ascendant degree. This 
looks as if Britain, secure in her friends 
(North Node in the 11th), is completely 
preoccupied with domestic affairs, and 
the possible liberation of austerity meas- 
ures. Certainly drastic domestic changes 
are in order, and from the Jupiter empha- 
sis, they should be popular, vastly im- 
proving public temper and outlook. 

A very similar situation exists in 
Paris, where Jupiter is a few minutes 
above the Ascendant, stressing its influ- 
ence even more as an above-the-horizon 
singleton. Of course, both countries 
stand to benefit from the influx of sum- 
mer tourists. (Jupiter rules the 8th, and 
the pleasure-bent 5th is heavily accented. ) 

For Algiers, Mars is a close-to-the-cusp 
7th house singleton, which scarcely meas- 
ures to the peaceful settlement of French 
colonial troubles in that embattled area. 
A similar singleton emphasis for Madrid 
(though not as strong, because not cusp- 
ally close) indicates that Spain is in a 
defensive mood and with good reason, the 
diplomatic rivalries are strong, but there 
seems to be a full awareness of Spain’s 
strategic position in western defense. 

The emphasis of Neptune at the 7th 
cusp for Lisbon points up to the vulner- 
ability of this area to subversive penetra- 
tion, and international intrigue. Yet Venus 
at the 5th, for this country, indicates the 
finesse of her diplomatic agents, her po- 
tential popularity in the western family of 
nations. Her 7th house Mars singleton 
is tied to the sign on the 8th cusp; the 
whole pattern of fixed stress emphasizes 
this country’s interest in building up her 
trade and mending her financial fences. 

Western Germany (Bonn) has a Ju- 
piter singleton in the 12th house, in the 
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Lunation figure, and here the Lunation is 
very close to the 4th cusp, Uranus being 
closer to the 3rd. The 3rd house stress in- 
dicates tensions within the country itself, 
among irreconcilable political factions. In- 
terference with communications and other 
provocations from the east-German camp 
are likely with this emphasis. 

By the Full Moon—developing stress 
on the diplomatic scene and some dra- 
matic and climactic changes alter the pic- 
ture of western Europe very markedly. 

At London, the Lunar eclipse is so near 
the Ascendant—and other cuspal accents 
so strong (Jupiter at the 3rd, Mars at 
the 9th, Neptune at the 8th, Uranus close 
at the 6th, Sun trailing Pluto at the 7th) 
—that one wonders if some major adjust- 
ment may not be probable here. It is 
important to remember that the aging 
Churchill has a grand fixed square in his 
natal wheel ; the Lunar eclipse is near his 
Saturn and in opposition to his Uranus; 
the solar eclipse to follow is within a de- 
gree of Churchill's Moon. (And in that 
solar eclipse chart for London, Neptune 
is almost exact at the MC, with the focus 
of continuing fixed stress—and the Luna- 
tion in the 8th). The precarious hold 
which the Churchill party has in Parlia- 
ment is likely to be under the greatest 
possible strain and challenge, and a shift 
in leadership (under these eclipses) is not 
at all unlikely. 

At Lisbon, the Lunar eclipse is exact 
on the Ascendant, with Uranus equally 
close at the 6th. The solar eclipse chart 
for this capital shows Saturn exact at the 
MC, and taken together, these charts 
seem to indicate a major political shift 
may be in the works for Portugal. 

For Paris and Algiers, the Full Moon 
charts show the terrific drainage of con- 
tinued strife—the cross-currents of fa- 
natical feeling, ranged against equally 
intense determination to hold things in 
balance, with the largely cadent grand 
fixed cross, and Neptune very close at the 
8th, Saturn holding that cusp from the 
other side. In the Paris chart, Pluto holds 
the 7th cusp, which seems to indicate both 
the intransigeance of the challenger, and 
the stubbornness with which any attempt 
at mediation, is likely to be resisted. In 
Algiers these forces are seething, for there 
everything is deeply cadent, the Sun and 
all the Leo planets being deep in the 6th 
house, Jupiter and Mars at the 3rd and 
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9th. Emphasis of Jupiter at the 3rd in- 
dicates the presence of sympathetic and 
perhaps irresponsible neighbors, promis- 
ing help, and encouraging continued re- 
sistance, 

Saturn on the 8th is conducive to eco- 
nomic stability and greater security 
through sound mutual Trade Agreements. 
Pluto exact at the 7th for Madrid, indi- 
cates a possible diplomatic crisis. Pluto’s 
emphasis indicates also the prejudice that 
continues to exist against Spain’s accept- 
ance in the NATO community. 

There is nothing angular in the Full 
Moon chart for Bonn, except Saturn- 
Neptune in the 7th, but tied to the sign 
on the 8th. Thus the entire emphasis is 
succedent and cadent, with the Lights 
intercepted in the 12th and 6th. It is a 
picture of a country come to grips with 
itself, torn apart much more deeply and 
irreconcilably than can be observed from 
the surface. Some clever tight-rope walk- 
ing on the part of its diplomatic repre- 
sentatives (Uranus in the 5th, trine Mars, 
sextile Jupiter, ruler of the MC) can 
maintain prestige. 


ROME AND BERLIN 


These countries are on the same merid- 
ian axis, practically (only 4 minutes 
apart), so while their Lunation charts are 
similar, the vastly different internal con- 
ditions make our reading of their accents 
entirely different. 

For both countries (East Germany, and 
Italy), the Lunation has a_ singleton 
Jupiter in the 12th, but for Berlin it is 
intercepted, while a beleaguered Mer- 
cury rules the chart; for Rome, Jupiter 
is free, being tied to the Taurus Ascend- 
ant, ruled by an IC Venus, square Mars. 
The, regeneration of the Italian economy 
and its war on antagonistic elements 
within the body politic can proceed in the 
open. The emphasized Uranus at the 3rd, 
and Saturn at the 6th (closer for Berlin), 
indicates crisis on the immediate borders 
(the Italian quarrel with Yugo-slavia over 
Trieste is a case in point), and of course 
the Berlin stress measures to the artificial 
divisions of authority—with their trigger- 
happy border patrols, within the city it- 
sel 

The Full Moon chart shows Uranus at 
the 5th house for Rome. The Full Moon 
is closer to the cusp of the 12th, than 
in the Berlin figure. But the major pre- 
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occupation continues to be economic and 
industrial stabilization, against obstruc- 
tive odds, the continued threat of infla- 
tion, and the stubborn recalcitrance of 
entrenched opposing factions in the labor 


force. 
RUSSIA 


A rising Uranus in the Lunation chart 
for Moscow seems to belie the Jupiter 
singleton in the 11th, and a smiling Venus 
turning a bland face of peace upon her 
neighbors from the cusp of the 3rd. Cer- 
tainly this country is likely to come up 
with a few surprises, in the diplomatic and 
political field, and some of them will work 
(Uranus sextile Jupiter, trine Mars). 
While the 2nd house Lunation focuses 
interest on economic matters, and the re- 
tention of all power and substance already 
gained, the emphasis here on the 11th, 3rd 
and 5th, seems to indicate a determined 
effort to “make friends and influence peo- 
ple’—by every device in the book, and 
some not yet in any book. 

A quick look at the Full Moon chart 
should keep all observers wary, and ready 
to counter sudden aggressive thrusts from 
the powerful Communist fist. Mars is 


very close to the cusp of the 7th, Uranus 


exact at the IC, while Jupiter rises. The 
partially eclipsed Moon is in the 11th. 
The 4th, 7th and Ist angles are sharply 
emphasized—especially the 4th and 7th— 
and one may expect here either a sudden 
domestic change, or a sudden shift of a 
base of operations which might indicate 
a diplomatic or military raid (7th) in 
some new direction. 

Both Lunation figures emphasize the 
factor of Initiative and its piratical, or 
unscrupulous use—even though the retro- 
grade Mercury in the Full Moon chart 
may dissipate the advantage gained by 
initial surpise. This is one of the most 
dynamic of all the Lunation figures, and 
a look ahead at the solar eclipse chart 
shows us Uranus moved up to the chal- 
lenging 7th, and Mars very close to the 
MC. It’s up to our leaders to figure 
which way the cat will jump—for jump it 
will, in the light of these charts—and 
though it wear the benign expression of 
an emphasized Jupiter, it ain’t no cat, 
brother, it’s a tiger! 

THE MIDDLE EAST 

Pluto, South Node and Mercury strad- 

dle the IC in the Lunation chart for 


to the third cusp. These accents, together 
with a singleton 12th-house Jupiter, sug- 
gest a sincere effort to get out of a tight 
spot, to restore stability on the home 
front, and achieve workable relations with 
neighbors+if this can be done with a 
formula that will prove satisfactory to 
stubborn, die-hard groups bent on having 
their claims to complete sovereignty over 
their own land accepted in principle at 
least. The prestige of the current leader- 
ship is protected by North Node at the 
MC. An underground traffic with markets 
boycotted by the west, or by fanatics in 
the Arab League may be the source of 
stepped-up business activity (Jupiter sex- 
tile Uranus in the 2nd). 

Negotiations are unlikely to get far 
under the Full Moon chart, with Saturn 
and Neptune dominating the cusp of the 
7th house, and an afflicting Uranus at the 
IC. The inflation problem is emphasized 
here, with the Jupiter-Mars opposition 
accenting the cusps of the 2nd and 8th. 
The necessity to realign national friend- 
ships is emphasized by the 11th house 
eclipsed Moon, and a heavily tenanted 5th 
house. Much is demanded, under a pat- 
tern like this; concessions merely serve 
to increase the truculence of dissident in- 
ternal factions disposed to reject com- 
promise, and make mediation difficult. To 
read this Full Moon chart for Turkey, 
and Israel, suggests a vulnerability to 
penetration by subversive or disruptive 
elements, in this whole Middle East area. 
The eclipsed Sun close on the cusp of the 
7th house, with Saturn on the 8th in the 
August 20th chart, bears out the judg- 
ment. that there may be a sudden and 
frightening flare-up of crisis in this region 
so important to the whole western defense 
structure. 

A rising Uranus in the Lunation figure 
for Teheran, and an angular fixed square 
in the Full Moon chart, with Mars brist- 
ling at the 7th, give little assurance of 
resolving the stalemate in Iran’s diplo- 
matic and economic relations. 


INDIA AND PAKISTAN 


Public interest is likely to be centered 
on Pakistan during August, for here the 
meridian emphasis is sharpest in the 
Lunar eclipse chart. At the Lunation, a 
rising Uranus, with the conjoined Lights 
in the first house, indicates that the Mos- 


Cairo, while the Lunation itself is close lem section of the great sub-continent is 
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likely to seize the initiative, and by the 
time of the Full Moon (where the 
eclipsed Moon is at the MC), to force 
border changes (Uranus at the 3rd) and 
other basic adjustments under threat of 
chaos and anarchy in production, water 
supply, communications, services (Nep- 
tune at the 6th). 

The charts for New Delhi are also em- 
phasized at the angles: the Lunation un- 
happily accents Saturn at the IC, square 
Uranus in the 12th. It is a pattern that 
suggests the tragedy of crop failures— 
famine and want for the submerged mil- 
lions—which have plagued India in the 
past few years darkens the outlook for 
August. Jupiter at the 11th indicates the 
promise of help, should the looked-for 
rainy season prove disappointing, but 
larger in the promise than the fulfillment. 
The Full Moon chart, with its emphasized 
Pluto, Venus and Mercury atthe IC, 
indicates the intensity of the struggle 
here for basic self-sufficiency. 


THE FAR EAST 


In Japan, underground subversive ele- 
ments are likely to strengthen their hold 
on men’s minds, and stir the bolder 
among them to acts of sullenness and hos- 
tility. (The fixed cross in the Lunation 
for Tokyo focuses on Pluto in the 12th.) 
New legislative policies (Uranus at the 
11th) struggle with acute economic prob- 
lems (Saturn at the 2nd), against an in- 
creased tendency to slip into the tech- 
niques of the past—of cartelization and 
unpopular price and labor controls. The 
singleton 9th house Jupiter indicates hope 
to lie in the widening of foreign markets. 
The Full Moon — with the grand fixed 
square angular, the eclipsed Moon at the 
7th, calls for alertness in the defense of 
this coveted region, and the control of 
fanatical or high-handed aggressive ele- 
ments ready to capitalize on a rising na- 
tionalism. A wise and benevolent leader- 
ship (Jupiter at the MC) struggles to 
control the growing restlessness (Uranus 
at the 12th) and channel it into rebuilding 
the basic economy (trine 4th house 
Mars), but dissident and obstructive 
forces continue active behind the scenes. 

There is not a single planet angular in 
the Lunation figure for China, where an 
elevated singleton Jupiter focuses interest 
on the protection of face, or prestige of 
the current leadership. The Lunation 
close in the heavily tenanted 12th, Mer- 





cury just above the Ascendant, and Nep- 
tune at the 3rd, indicate the reliance on 
distorted reports and propaganda rather 
than on definite action to turn the trick, 
while the secret buildup of force goes on 
behind the bamboo curtain. 

Hostilities are not likely to end in Indo- 
China, where a singleton IC Mars, trine 
Uranus at the 12th, keep that unhappy 
country in aggressive temper, though a 
beginning could be made towards stability 
and reconstruction. The emphasis of 
Venus and Mercury at the 3rd in the 
Full Moon figure shows a disposition, at 
least, to talk of peaceful settlement, 
though the rising Uranus here makes the 
approaches somewhat difficult. For Pek- 
ing, the Full Moon figure emphasizes 
economic problems, with an a¢cented Sat- 
urn at the IC, with Neptune, suggesting 
the basic instability and poverty of the 
whole regime. 


SOUTH AMERICA 


A completely western Lunation chart 
for Bolivia shows the drift of this country 
towards a belligerent dictatorship, as does 
the emphasized Uranus at the 7th in the 
chart for the Full Moon. 

In Brazil, an 8th house Saturn square 
Uranus (with Lunation) at the 5th, indi- 
cates a tendency to gamble recklessly with 
national resources, where a widening of 
Overseas markets (Mars at the 9th) 
would be more effective. As the eclipsed 
Moon rises in the Full Moon chart, 
changing public attitudes may effect abor- 
tive economic reforms (retrograde Mer- 
cury at the 8th) to,ward off the political 
shakeup suggested by the proximity of 
the later solar eclipse to the MC. 

The charts for Argentina focus atten- 
tion on the Lunar eclipse figure—where 
the insecurity of the present regime is 
dramatized by Saturn and Neptune at the 
MC, and all four points of the grand 
square are cuspally emphasized at the 
llth, 2nd (Moon), 5th and &th. Pres- 
surés are economic and corrective meas- 
ures tend to feed, rather than control, a 
spiral of inflation. 

In Mexico, too, the regime may be 
under fire (Saturn-Neptune at the MC), 
due chiefly to economic pressures (Luna- 
tion in the 8th), but little is likely to be 
accomplished towards their solution under 
a Full Moon chart where there is not a 
single planet angular.

Saturn in sextile to your Sun is con- 
sidered very good.

A MOTHER writes: “I have en- 
joved and profited by your articles on 
the comparison of charts of Mother and 
Child. I am enclosing the chart of my 
youngest child who is now five years 
old. I’ve never quite understood this 
baby’s relationship to me for he came 
in a most upsetting and disruptive time 
in my life—his Uranus conjunction my 
Pluto. It was at a time when freedom 
and release from so much responsibility 
was beginning to shape up in my life 
and was taken from me. His Saturn 
opposes my Mercury. However, things 
are so much better now for I’ve learned 
to adjust situations between us, but I 
have often wondered if these aspects 
between us will ever rise again, or if 
we have lived them out in these early 
years. We get along beautifully together 
now and I enjoy him, for he is so re- 
liable, so trustworthy and so _ happy. 
We laugh and have so much fun to- 
gether but I would like to understand 
our relationship much better, especially 
the opposition (so close) of his Moon 
tu Uranus.” 

This baby was born at the turn of a 
cycle in the mother’s life. It brought an 
end to many disturbing problems. She 
struggled to make the adjustment and 
she will not have that trouble again. 
Transiting Saturn was opposite her 
natal Uranus, and Uranus formed a 
conjunction with natal Pluto at the 
time of her baby’s birth. 

The birth chart of a child is a pat- 
tern of the planetary heavens that were 
transiting over the mother’s chart. 
Uranus had made a cycle forming a 
conjunction with Pluto, for Uranus is 
opposite Pluto in her natal chart. The

transits of Saturn and Uranus by an 
Opposition occurs twice in a lifetime if 
one lives to be 70 years of age or there- 
abouts. The first time it occurs about 
the age of thirteen to fifteen and the 
second time somewhere around the age 
of 42 to 45. We are just beginning to 
understand a little about the nature of 
Pluto since this planet was only dis- 
covered in 1930 and there has not been 
much time for a great deal of research. 
Yet, we know the nature to be con- 
structive and progressive on the positive 
side and just the opposite on the nega- 
tive side. The conjunction of Uranus 
tends to awaken natal tendencies and 
create situations that will bring out 
natal qualities along either of these lines. 

As these cycles come to a turning 
point, situations and conditions change, 
for it is a well known law that all things 
must end in order to make new begin- 
nings. Nothing remains the same as 
there is always death and birth in this 
ever-changing Universe. This mother 
said the baby came to her at a time that 
was most upsetting and disruptive, 
which was only too true. Uranus, ruler 
of her Sun sign, Aquarius, formed an 
exact conjunction with Pluto in her 
fourth house, representing her home en- 
vironment and the end of personal aims. 
She was forced to make readjustments 
under this terrific influence. Coming at 
the age of forty-four and reaching a 
climax in July and August of 1954 when 
she is fifty-one, transiting Uranus will 
come to the exact degree of natal Uran- 
us, and transiting Saturn will form an 
exact degree of a square aspect to natal 
Saturn. She will find she has come into 
a’ period in which to work out situations 
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that fit into a new pattern but which 
do not change the basic and funda- 
mental plans that have been formulated 
in the past. 

Why did the baby come to her at this 
crucial time? Was it because she had 
just been released from so much re- 
sponsibility? Had the time arrived in 
1947 that was open for her to have this 
long-desired freedom? Apparently not, 
for the turn of the cycle will end in 1954 
and then she will be able to find the 
time to do the things she has always 
wanted to do and more time in which 
to do them. It is here that she will be- 
gin to set a plan and revise her aims, 
for she will go through an important 
period in which more and more the an- 
swer to her problems will be found 
within herself, and when transiting 
Saturn forms a square aspect to her 
Sun in 1954 she will have earned all 
she. experiences, for if she has really 
striven to adjust herself and her affairs 
along the more constructive pattern 
without complaining or weakening in 
the slightest, she will reach the peak of 
her accomplishments and begin to let 
things take their course which will be 
very satisfactory. If she has been care- 
less and neglectful of duties. or conse- 
quences, she will have little coming to 
her, but she seems to be a person who is 
very ambitious in spite of her overly 
sensitive nature. 

What has the child to do with this 
change in his mother’s life? She further 
says: “I have no outstanding problem 
with my son, but what concerns me now 
is that in 1953 Saturn will transit in 
square aspect to his Sun and Neptune, 
will transit a square aspect to his Mer- 
cury and Mars. What can one do NOW 
to make this a constructive period in 
his life! As Neptune and Saturn will 
be trining my Jupiter, doesn’t it look as 
though I should be the one to help the 
child ?” 

Yes, there is to be a change in the 
family environment that will straighten 
out existing problems and bring new 
conditions. The slow-moving planets, 
Saturn, Neptune, Uranus and Pluto 
have little influence on a child’s life 
while still under the age of seven years. 
They bear more weight on the lives of 
the parents, for children passing through

is never a reason for 


the affliction of these planets will nat- 
urally feel the effects more through 
what happens to the parents, particu- 
larly the father, than the planets in his 
chart. 


The confusion generated through ad- 
justments in the home environment tend 
to influence the child and create tend- 
encies that cause him to be more con- 
trary and bring to the fore character- 
istics that have been dormant in his 
nature. It is at this time the child re- 
quires the greatest sympathy and under- 
standing for if he feels he is being 
forced to do something simply because 
others desire it, he will develop a re- 
bellious spirit. 

This is a great problem for the par- 
ents to handle, for often we see a child 
take on some rebellious attitude over 
the smallest thing just when the adults 
have a situation to handle that requires 
their fullest attention. He, or she, seems 
to hold in control a strong power that off- 
sets all disturbances and sends an influ- 
ence of peace over the child. It is the 
manner and method in which the parents 
handle their situations between themselves 
and their family that create the destruc- 
tive or constructive influences in the child. 


The Mother has asked if it is not 
possible now to make this a constructive 
period in her son’s life. It certainly is, 
for she will notice there is coming a 
period when her child may not want to 
play with other children his own age 
but want to stay with older people and 
act like a grown-up. This is the begin- 
ning for altho Uranus and Saturn tran- 
sit slowly Uranus will be within six 
degrees of Mars and Mercury in the 
fall months. This configuration will on- 
ly stimulate the boy’s mind and energies 
so that he will be filled with ambition 
and want to be active in many ways— 
just a real live healthy boy. His mother 
will be under stress at this time, Tran- 
siting Saturn will be in conjunction with 
her Mars and Uranus in conjunction 
with her Moon. Jupiter in Taurus and 
Mars in Scorpio will form a square 
aspect to her many planets in Aquarius. 
Can she have patience and be calm 
under these terrific influences? Will she 
unconsciously awaken a latent quality in 
her child’s nature that creates a re- 
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bellious spirit that will lie dormant until 
transiting Saturn forms a square to his 
Mars, Mercury and his Sun? This is 
possible for any mother who does not 
understand astrology, but this mother is 
aware of this situation and is alert. Her 
husband is faced with transiting Saturn 
opposite his natal Jupiter in 1953 and "4 
—a hampering influence, altho his natal 
Saturn and Jupiter are in good aspect 
which means the situation will turn out 
better than he believes possible. Never- 
theless it brings worry. The mother has 
a favorable aspect of Jupiter which is 
fortunate as she can be of assistance 
to both father and son, but she appar- 
ently makes a sacrifice and releases her 
own desires for a more constructive 
one that is beneficial to all the family. 

In the child’s chart we note his Sun 
and Saturn are opposite with a nine de- 
gree orb, so that the square aspect of 
Saturn to his Sun in 1953 does bring 
situations up concerning his father. The 
change may involve a separation from 
his father for a little while, or a move 
from his present home environment. 
Neptune in transit forming a square to 
his Sun, Mars and Mercury will have 
little effect. 

The close aspect between the child’s 
Moon and Uranus from the 2nd house 
to the 8th indicate sudden upsetting plans 
and situations in the home, with neigh- 
bors, brothers and sisters as well as 
friends. (Moon ruler of Cancer on the 
cusp of the 3rd and 4th houses, and 
Uranus ruler of the 11th.) These aspects 
make him eccentric and cause him to be 
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contrary in that he is apt to defend 
others or himself on some opinion, 
against his own convictions. His mother 
should let him find out these mistakes 
for himself so that he can see where the 
fault lies. She does not need to give too 
much attention to his spiritual or mental 
requirements but to develop his emotional 
tendencies. 

This child has only one planet in the 
Water Triplicites which means he is 
lacking in the ‘feelings of emotion with 
which his mother is endowed. Her feel- 
ings of motherhood are very strong. She 
wants to protect and guard her children 
against things that would injure them. 
He does not have this urge so must be 
taught to protect others and love them, 
otherwise his Capricornian tendencies 
and strong inner urge for progress along 
spiritual lines as well as social will crowd 
out the urge to shield, or protect himself 
against too many interfering factors, He 
must learn while very young how to 
handle these situations tactfully so that 
he can apply his own time and energy to 
his tasks. 

The many planets on the Western side 
of his map indicate his attention will be 
attracted to the interests of others rather 
than his own personal achievements. Then 
too, there is the constant interruption 
from others, or some responsibility must 
be handled in connection with others be- 
fore he can take care of his own. When 
this happens he is apt to find excuses as 
to why he can or cannot do this or that. 
He may defend another when in his own 
heart he knows the other is wrong. 
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Comparison Chart 

The relationship between mother and 
child is found in the Comparison chart 
as we superimpose the child’s chart on 
the mother’s. As she has mentioned, the 
opposition of his Saturn to her Mercury 
is one problem. It means she will always 
have to find some interesting slant to her 
expression as she talks to him so that she 
can hold his attention. Mercury, ruling 
speech, will contact Saturn, indicating an 
obstacle, unless she can open his mind 
in some way. This should easily be done 
as she has Saturn in conjunction with 
her own Mercury. She ought to instinc- 
tively know just the right thing to say, 
which is very fortunate for both. 

The planets Uranus and Pluto create 
an opposition aspect that includes his 
Moon. She was worried over this usually 
conflicting influence, but since her child 
is a boy the Moon and Uranus will not 
be disagreeably effective, especially as he 
has Venus in conjunction with his Moon. 
We know it is true the Moon and Venus 
in a man’s chart represent the women he 
meets, and in connection with Uranus is 
considered to mean domestic troubles 
and quarrels, but in this case if the 
mother is a real pal and friend to him 
instead of a dominating mother she will 
find much pleasure and joy in his com- 
panionship, and he in hers. The writer 
has spent much research on this con- 
figuration between mother and child. 


If she turns her chart around until 
Pisces is on the Ascendant she will note 
the child’s Uranus falls in the fourth 
house — home environment and his 
Moon, Venus and Pluto in the tenth 
house—public affairs. She will be able to 
modify these conflicting influences 
through her wise understanding of situa- 
tions in the home and in public. His 
planets falling in this ‘position in her 
chart give her an idea how she feels 
about him. His Saturn falls in her sixth 
house in conjunction with his Pluto and 
opposes those planets in her chart of 
Aquarius. This means there is apt to be 
some conflict in connection with his du- 
ties about the home, also it indicates her 
fear of illness. She must realize he has a 
strong resistence against disease for 
Mars and his Sun indicate this fact. She 
should not pamper him, but give him re- 
sponsible duties to follow each day until 
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they become a habit. He may shirk them 
unless she watches him. 

Turning the chart around to Taurus 
(the boy’s ascending sign is rising), we 
note the mother’s planets. fall in his 
second house (Pluto conjunction Uran- 
us). This means he will feel a conflict 
over finances which can be carefully ex- 
plained by his mother while he is so 
young. They can work out a budget to- 
gether that he can always use through 
her training. Her Moon in his third 
house opposes his Capricorian planets, 
indicating some conflict in connection 
with brothers, sisters, studies and school, 
but the planets are not malefic in these 
Cardinal signs so situations can work 
out nicely concerning this department in 
his life. 

The mother will find this child has been 
a blessing to her for through this channel 
she will realize her fondest hopes in con- 
nection with her own ambitions and his 
achievements.

ANSWER: It is true the transitting 
Neptune has been opposing your Aries 
Sun, and Uranus in Cancer will form 
the square to your Sun this year, while 
the transiting Saturn is passing through 
Libra, the sign that holds your natal Sa- 
turn in a later degree. However, these 
transits are indicative of outer events, and 
transiting ones, as their name implies. 
Your progressed Moon, or inner con- 
sciousness, has been in Gemini, passing 
over your natal Venus in this sign, show- 
ing the dual expression of your love 
nature during the past year. This is in 
keeping with the song, “Two loves have 
I,” or in your case, three loves. You are 
still passing through a Venusian period, 
as your Progressed Moon is still in 
Gemini and has yet to meet and pass your 
progressed Venus in Cancer. As Venus

ANSWER: Your daughter is passing 
through a regenerative and changeful 
period of her life.

Fishing is always best at Last Quar- 
ter and New Moon Phases.

This almanac also gives the Moon’s position 
in the consellations. 

Letters from readers of my planting guides 
for over 20 years tell me that they have better 
gardens now than when they were using the 
almanac for their planting. 

I also have made constellations and zodiac 
plantings and the zodiac plantings were always 
the best. 

Several years ago in the mountains of North 
Carolina one hot June day, I stopped at a fine 
looking mountain farm. The owner, who was 
resting under a friendly shade tree with an 
almanac in his hand, informed me he was about 
to start planting and was looking up the proper 
time. He told me that the almanac said the 
Moon was in the sign of the Crab, Cancer, and 
it was not a good day to plant. Cancer in the 
zodiac is a very fruitful sign. 

He’s quite right about not planting when the 
almanac says the Moon is in Cancer, constella- 
tion of the Crab, because then the Moon isn’t 
in the sign Cancer, but in the sign Leo, a hot, 
dry and barren sign. This farmer by experience 
had learned how to read and correct the almanac.
